assembled at Conyers to hear the joint debate 
between Col. Leonidas Livingston and Tom 
Watson, the champions of Democracy and tho 
Alliance. Twelve coach-loads came from At- 


lanta and a train from Augusta brought in a 


thousana or two. The day was so measly 
mean that many people thought the de- 
bate would of necessity be declared off 
on account of rain. The speakers met in a 
room in Conyers’ leading tavern to discuss 


What was the best thing to be done. Watson 
was apparently willing that the meeting should 


be abandoned. Livingston would net have made 
much objection, but did not think it advisable 
to show any signs of weakening. It was final- 
ly agreed that the populace should go out to 
the grounds and by a viva voce vote settle 


the question. 
So out over the muddy roads and through 


the cotton-fields 5,000 people scampered to the 


grove out by the schoolhouse. Here a little 
6x9 platform had been erected for the speak- 
ers. When everybody had clustered around 


the stand Col. Livingston said the audience 


must adjust the question as to whether or not 
the debate must go or. The Georgians, with 
three exceptions, yelled in the affirmative. 
Both Loaded with Documents. 
Watson had the opening and closing—two 
hours in all. Livingston came in the middle. 
Watson had a big valise and Livingston car- 
ried andther filled with documents. The 
orators agreed that the debate should be fair 
and square, up and up. Col. Livingston told 
Thomas to say what he had to say and make 
his issues in his opening. This was agreed to 
and Thomas opened his watch, laid the timer 
on his open valise, and away he went. 
Mr. Watson said the people over in 
the Tenth District were blazmg and 
he was being fought bya country clear of 
money and brains. He believed he was going 
to win. and from this until election day prom- 
ised his hearers he would keep on the stump. 
He went deeply into the fundamental princi- 
ples of the People’s party, denouncing what 
he termed Tammany Democrats.

Colonel agreed with him. in reference to 
parties the Colonel said a party was known 
Hirst by its principle, second by its leaders, 
third by its deeds. A man in the crowd 
shouted, fourth by its rascality.’’ 

The Colonel then traced the formation of the 
Alliance, the Knights of Labor, and the Peo- 
ple’s party.

Watson was a witty antagonist, but Living- 
ston was his equal in glibness of tongue. He 
destroyed the force of many of Watson’s prop- 
ositions, but the third party people were not 
disposed to give him an opportunity to make 
a continuous logical argument. Once he took 
a flyer at Weaver and got a big round of ap- 
plause. 

The Colonel made a vigorous speech, but 
Thomas was getting a good ready to fly him 
at the finish and so did. Watson lifted the 
good Colonel an awful swipe when he told 
about the manner in which Weaver came to 
Georgia a year ago. He said Weaver was 
brought here by Livingston, vouched for by 
Livingston, carrying credentials from Liv- 
ingstou, and escorted through Georgia by Liv- 
ingston.

‘WILL REMOVE HER TO WASHINGTON. 


Mrs. Harrison to Be Taken to the White 
House Today—Is Much Improved. 

Loon Laxg, N. V., Sept.19.—It was announced 
this morning that the President and family 
had definitely determined on the removal of 
Mrs. Harrison to Washington tomorrow. She 
has derived no actual benefit from her sojourn 
in the mountains, aud they believe the dis- 
ease from which she is suffering can be treated 
as well if not better in Washington than at 
this resort. Dr. Gardner said this morning 
that Mrs. Harrison has constantly expressed a 
desire to go to Washington, and the President 
and other members of the family are also 
anxious to do so provided it can be done with 
any degree of safety. The doctor found Mrs. 
Harrison muchimproved, with no reproduction 
of fluid into the chest cavity to any extent. 
The fluid in the pleura is liable to be repro- 
duced at any time and, of course, auch ap- 
pearance diminishes her chances of recovery. 
As the opportunity for her removal seems 
more favorable now than it may be later, the 
President and family have taken the responsi- 
bility of the undertaking. Mrs.- Harrison 
passed a comfortable night and is feeling 
much stronger this morning. The Presiden- 
tial party will leave here at noon tomorrow, 
and are expected to reach Washington Wednes- 
day morning. The details of the trip are pur- 
posely withheld in order that the journey may 
be made as quietly as possible.“ One of the 
principal difficulties of the trip will be the re- 
moval of the invalid from the cot- 
tage where she now lies to the 
railroad: station at Loon Lake, 
a distance of three miles over a rough mount- 
ain road. Thetransfer will be made in a 
long, covered wagon especially adapted to the 
road and so arranged as to receive the cot on 
which Mrs. Harrison will be carried from the 
cottage. Secretary John Foster of the State 
Department arrived here this morning from 
Washington and hada long conference with 
the President in regard to foreign affairs. 
The trip of Mrs. Harrison from here to Wash- 
ington is most likely to be made by way of 
Malone, Utica, Albany, and New York City.

The cashier showed reluctance, but a 
bullet which went whizzing past his 
head decided him to obey and he handed to 
the robbers $3,000 in currency. They then 
mounted horses which had been standing in 
front of the bank and rode away. The rob- 
bers were cowboys. The shot fired drew the 
attention of the few people who were on the 
street at the time, but before they could lo- 
cate the shot the robbers had made their es- 
cape. The Town Marshal gathered a posse 
and started in pursuit of the bandits. 


DEFAULTER CHARLES H. PAUL RELEASED 


Gov. Boyd Pardons the Convicted Treas- 
urer of Adams County, Neb. 

Hastines, Neb., Sept. 19,—[Special.]— 
Charles H. Paul, Treasurer of Adams County, 
who was found guilty of the embezzlement of 
county funds and sentenced to three years in 
the penitentiary, was today pardoned by Gov. 
Boyd and was released from custody. The 
shortage in the treasury, which amounted to 
$55,000, was first discovered last January part- 
ly through investigations made by the Super- 
visor and by disclosures made by Deputy 
Emanuel Fist. Both Paul and his deputy were 
arrested. After a lengthy trial Paul was found 
guilty and sentenced as stated, although the 
jury recommended him to the mercy of the 
court. The petition was prosecuted on the 
ground that Paul had not profited by the 
shortage, and that his physical condition was 
such as would render three years in the peni- 
tentiary a life sentence.

MILWAUKEE, Wis.. Sept. 19.—[Speciai.]—A di- 
vorce was quietly granted in the Circuit Court 
this afternoon to Mrs. Kate Weld from her hus- 
band, Prof. Weld of this city. Prof. Weld is the 
leader of the Symphony Orchestra and Arion 
club, two of the leading musical organizations of 
the city. The parties were married in New York 
in 1883, and lived in Europe and Boston until 
three years ago, when the complainant charges 
that Mr. Weid deserted his wife and came to live 
in this city, They had two children. Neither of 
the parties appeared in court, both being repre- 
sented by counsel. 


A Small Wreck Near Grafton.

The Mayor sent in a com- 
munication again nominating Miss Sweet. In 
that conection Ald. Hepburn submitted a peti- 
tion signed by members of the Cloakmakers’ 
association in favor of the confirmation of 
the nomination: also a petition to the 
same effect signed by T. B. Bryan, 
Joseph Medill, Lyman J. Gage, Melville 
E. Stone, Franklin H. Head, Potter Palmer, 
H. H. Kohlsaat, James W. Scott, Mrs. Bertha 
Palmer, etc. He moved that the petitions be 
printed in the proceedings of the Council. 
But there was objection and the petitions were 
temporarily withdrawn. ‘thereupon Ald. 
Gaban on a suggestion from the Chairman, 
Ald. McGillen, .¢ ‘to the r’s com- 
rounication bem¢ reseived, on the id that 
the subject covered by the Mayor’s communi- 
cation was bélore a committee of the Council 
and subject to report. The Mayor’s com- 
munication, therefore, in the opinion of Ald. 
Gahan, was out of order. Chairman McGillen 
so ruled, 

Subsequently Ald. Kenny, from the Com- 
mittee on Schools, submitted a report recom- 
mending that the nomination of Miss Sweet 
be placed on file. Ald. Hepburn submitted a 
minority report, signed by himself and Ald. 
Mann, recommending that the nomination be 
confirmed. Ald. Hepburn moved to publish 
both reports and defer action. Ald. Kent 
urged him to give way so that action could 
be taken at once. Mr. Hepburn, not 
being sure of a majority, insisted on 
his motion to defer, and Ald. Kent moved that 
the whole subject matter be made a special 
order for next Monday evening at 8 o’clock. 
This was agreed to. Later Ald. Hepburn got 
in the petitions in favor of Miss Sweet’s con- 
firmation and they were ordered printed. 

A number of ladies of the Women’s Alliance 
were in attendance in the interest of the 
Mayor’s nominee. 

Mayor Washburne presented a communica- 
tion embodying an invitation from Secretary 
Culp of the Dedication committee of the 
World's Far to the Aldermen to participate 
in the exercises of Oct. 21. The communics- 
tion was received and the invitations accepted. 

World’s Fair Ordinances Introduced. 

Ald. Gahan soon after introduced a big 
batch of World’s Fair ordinances. One of 
these ordinances authorizes the Columbian 
Exposition company to construct viaducts on 
Madison avenue and Woodlawn avenue from 
the north line of Fifty-ninth street to the 
south line of Sixtieth street with suitable ap- 
proaches having a grade of six feet in 100— 
the roadway of such viaduct to be forty-four 


‘feet in width with suitable sidewalk spaces. 


The structures are to be temporary and re- 
moved immediately after the termination of 
the Fair. The World's Fair people are per- 
mitted to use the space under the viaducts. 
This ordinance was referred to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys South. Ald, Gahan 
also introduced an ordinance in the interest 
of the World’s Fair, permitting the Illinois 
Central company to make connections with the 
South Chicago railway company, which is a 
branch of the IIlinois Central company, at 
Seventy-first street, and the ordinance for a 
viaduct on Stony Island avenue over Midway 
Plaisance, which was recommended by the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South, was 
ordered deferred and published. 

Ald. M. J. O’Brien of the Nineteenth Ward 
appeared as the champion of the Gaelic Ath- 
letic Associations, and presented the following 
resolutions, which he moved to have referred 
to the Judiciary committee: 


WHEREAS, It is reported that the police force of | 


the city, acting entirely without warrant of law,

the members of the organization, and were not

Democrats Had a Scheme to Punish the 
New York Labor Commissioner. 

Arpany, N. X., Sept. 19.—[Special.—It 
transpires today that the agents here of the 
National Democratic committee had planned 
to place Commissioner of Labor Statistics 
Charles F. Peck in jail for his boldness in

Had 
not Mr. Meegan taken the precautior he did. 
Mr. Peck would probably have had to go to 
jail over night. 


RACE WAR IN ARKANSAS, 


Negroes and Whites in Collision Over Po- 
litical Questions, 

Tuornton, Ark., Sept. 19.—[Special. ]|—This 
village was the scene of a bloody race war 
this afternoon. A white man named James 
had offended a negro. The latter collected a 
few friends together and went in search of 
James. In the meantime several friends of 
the white man, upon being informed that the 
negroes were searching for James, went to his 
rescue. This afternoon the two factions met. 
A fierce fight took place and when the smoke 
of the battle had been cleared away it was 
discovered that nine negroes had been killed, 
James received a fatal wound and two white 
men were killed. a white People’s party man 
was at the head of the negroes, and it seems 
that trouble has been brewing ever since the 
election until today, when it came to a violent 
outbreak.

A Man and a Woman from the Normannia 
Die- Panic Is Feared There—A suspicious 
Case Found in a Big Boarding-House in 
New York City—Dr, Elmer Lee, an Amer- 
ican, Successfully Treats Sufferers in 
St. Petersburg—Inoculated Correspond- 
ent at Hamburg. | 
New York, Sept. 19.— J Special. — The 
plague has broken out among the im migrants 
at Camp Low. Two cases developed today, 
both from among the Normannia’s steerage 
passengers. The first to show signs of cholera 
was Francisco Moreno, a man who arrived 
here Sunday and was taken ill this afternoon. 
He died this evening. A widow, Mrs. 
Scheidk, who had four children, was next 
stricken, and died tonight. The man’s 
death is said to have been largely due 
to excesses in which he indulged Monday 
night. Great excitement prevails among the 
officials of the camp, and fears are entertained 
of a stampede of the people here from fear 
when the fact is made public. 
Louis Weinhagel, a coachman 35 years of 
age, was removed tonight by the health au- 
thorities from his boarding-house, Nos. 4 and 
6 Extra place, to the receiving hospital at the 
foot of East Sixteenth street. He is believed 
to be suffering from Asiatic cholera, and the 
physicians in attendance expressed the opin- 
ion that Weinhagel would not live through the 
night. The house, which contained over 200 
other boarders, was placed under quarantine. 
Collector Hendricks today ordered the Ham- 
burg-American Packet company to send be- 
fore him the master of the Fuerst Bismarck, 
who is charged with having violated the law and 
subjecting himself toa poueny of $1,000 fine 
in permitting Alfred C. Chapin, the Brooklyn 
Congressman and newly appointed Railroad 
Commussioner, to come ashore from the 
Fuerst Bismarck last Saturday before the 


steamer haa been boarded by the customs 


officers. Mr. Chapin, it is said, not only vis- 
ited his Brooklyn residence but took some of 
his baggage with him. Another alleged vio- 
lator of the statute upon whom the Collector 
also served a notice to appear was the Captain 
of the Etruria, who is charged with permit- 
ting Richard Dorney, Treasurer of Daly’s 
Theater, to goon board the Etruria to meet 
Augustin aly and afterwards to come 
ashore with utter disregard of the dangers of 
infection to which he may have expo law- 
abiding citizens. 

The girl, Mary Connerty, will be discharged 
from the Reception Hospitalin a few days. 
It is generally conceded in medical quarters 
that Mary was not a cholera victim, Dr. 
Roberts quarantined the canalboat Henry 
Cahill, lymg at the foot of West Thirty- 
first street, the Captain and owner of 
which died at New Brunswick, N. J., last 
night of supposed cholera. He has also seized 
the bedding and clothing aboard the boat and 
disinfected the craft. An inspector of the 
Board of Health was sent to New Brunswick, 
N. J., this morning to procure some of the in- 
testinal fluid from the body of Capt. Carr. 
The fluid is wanted for bacteriological exam- 
ination. 

The Board of Health this forenoon ordered 
the steamship Nevada, lying at the foot of 
West Twenty-fourth street, to be quarantined 
at its dock. John Knox, a fireman, died on 
board the ship last night from supposed 
cholera. 

Three hundred and fifty-six detained pas- 
sengers were taken to Sandy Hook this morn- 
ing from Hoffman Island, making the total 
population of quarantine here 1,065 persons. 
Of the number landed this morning 356 were 
from the steamer Rugia and thirteen from 
the Scandia, both of them pest ships. Gen. 
Hamilton was highly indignant at Health 
Officer Jenkins for sending the Scandia pas- 
sengers there to mix with the other 
people, as the whole thirteen have 
been confined in the pest hospital 
on Swinburne Island. They were ordered to 
be isolated during the whole of their detention 
in quarantine. Second Officer Porzelius uf 
the Rugia came here this morning in charge 
of the new arrivals and began buliying, curs- 
ing, and shouting in different dialects at the 
unfortunate women and children who were 
kept standing on the dock until 10 o’clock 
awaiting registration. Gen, Hamilton on 
hearing of this came out and, seizing the fel- 
low by the neck, threw him from among the 
people and informed that if he was heard 
from again during his stay in camp he would 
be put in irons. 

The following dispatch from Dr. Byron at 
Swinburne Island was this afternoon received 
by Dr. Jenkins: 

Dr. Abbott is just back from ships. Ho brings 
two bodies from Scandia—Regina Gistoff, aged 66, 
who died of heart failure, and Chris Oleson, aged 
8 months, from morasmus; one new patieut from 
— Bohemia, Scholen Schesen, aged 16 
yoars. ith this exception all our patients are 
out of danger and the island will soon be free 
from cholera patients. 

Dr. Jenkins received the following telegram 
from ex-Surgeon-General Hamiltun at Camp 
Low tonight: 

Have now all that can be accommodated here. 
Four in hospital and one suspect in tent. No 
more can be received at present. 

The passengers of the French line steamer 
La Bretagne from Cherbourg, which arrived 
at the bar yesterday morning, left quarantine 
this evening. The passengers on the Ham- 
burg-American line steamer Rugia, from 
Hamburg and Havre, who have been detained 
since Sept. 3, also left quarantine this even- 


ing. 
“The Anchor Line steamer Furnessia arrived 
here today from Glasgow. It had 628 pas- 
sengers on board, 221 in the first cabin and 
407 in the second cabin. There was a report 
that the Furnessia was carrying steerage pas- 
sengers as cabin passengers in order to avoid 
the twenty-day quarantine regulation. It was 
said — of the 407 supposed second cabin 
were really steerage passengers and when the 
list was examined the names of eighty- 
two were missing. At the office of the com- 
pany it was denied that steerage passengers 
had come over in the cabin. The authorities 
will likely investigate. The steamer is still 
quarantined. 

Fire Isranp, N. V., Sept. 19.—The passen- 
gers by the Wyoming, now here, will proba- 
bly be kept here till Saturday, when the twen- 
ty days’ quarantine expires. Dr. Vought says 
the report of the physicians in the cases of 
death on the Wyoming is that the disease was 
Asiatic cholera. 


ENTERS A CHOLERA HOSPITAL. 


“The Tribune’s” Inoculated Correspondent 

Begins the Test of Pasteur’s Treatment.

Hamsure, Sept. 19.—There were 241 new 
cases and 115 deaths reported to the statis. 
tical bureau yesterday, of which 71 cases and 
33 deaths occurred the previous day. The po- 
lice in the sametime conveyed 148 cases to the 
hospitals and buried thirty bodies. This is a 
good showing of tne steady decrease of the 
epidemic. Prof. Koch writes to the Superin- 
tendent of the Rauhe Haus, Hamburg, that 
according to his knowledge cholera has never 
been spread by letters or printed matter, and 
he considers the sending of such through 
mails is not dangerous. This ought to ease 
the minds of many people who are timid 
about receiving letters and other mail matter 
from cholera-infected places. 

The Hamburger Fremdenblatt says tonight: 

“The inoculated American correspondent 
arrived in this city last night from Paris, and 
took rooms at the Hamburger Hof. As we 
have stated previously, Mr. Stanhope has been 
inoculated in Paris and will now attempt to 
gain admission to the Eppendorf Hospital, 
where, if permission is granted him, he 
intends to stay about eight days. We 
are also informed that Mr. Stanho 
witl not be disinfected, that he will drink E! 
water, and that he will try to swallow the 
bacilli. By doing so he intends to prove that 
he has gained immunity from chvlera. We 
do hope that the enterprising gentleman will 
not have to suffer uupleasant or even worse 
consequences. We further desire to say that 
we cannot understand why Mr. Stanhope has 
come to Hamburg to make the i 
ment, as he could have done sa in 
Paris with a gréat deal more comfort. If 
he thinks himself actually protected against 
infection by means of the inoculation why 
should not M. Pasteur have provided him 
with some bacilli for his disposition. He is

More Precautions Against Entry of Cholera. 

Wasuincton, D. C., Sept. 19.—A circular 
was issued this afternoon from the, Treasury 
Department, office Supervising Sprgeon-Gen- 
eral, and addressed to collectors of customs, 
medical officers ofthe Marine Hospital serv- 
ice, and State and local health officers. 
The fact is cited that dy reason of 
stringent quarantine restraints at 
the larger ports upon the sen- 
boards, infected vesseis or vessels from in- 
fected ports, either belonging to regular lines 
or known as tramps,“ may seek entrance at 
sinaller ports where quarantine restraints are 
insufficient, and it is ordered that collectors of 
customs at smaller ports on the seaboard and 
at ports where local law or financial provision 
is insufficient shall maintain unusual watch- 
fulness with regard to said vessels, and impose 
the necessary quarantine restraints upon the 
same, reporting in each instance to the Marine 
Hospital Bureau. 


No Further Restrictions Necessary. 

Loon Laxs, N. Y., Sept. 19.—Secretary Fos- 
ter's Visit to the President today was on the 
general question of the cholera quarantine. 
The conclusion was reached that no additional 
restrictions in the matter of immigration are 
required under existing conditions. As an ex- 
treme precaution, however, the President has 
agreed to allow the use of a portion of Rouse’s 
Isiand, in Portland Bay, for a quarantine sta- 
tion for steamships coming from Europe and 
Canada by that route. 


Suspicious Sickness in Baltimore. 

Battimore, Md., Sept. 19.—[Special.}— 
Newspaper reportere have found a couple of 
cases of suspicious iliness among the negroes 
who live in the filthy alleys here. Emma 
Porter, aged 10, after violent vomiting and 
purging, died. The cases were reported to 
the health authorities, who declare there is no 
cholera in Baltamore. It is, however, almost 
impossible for the inspectors to visit all the 
filthy quarters of the city. 


Notes, 

It is reported that cholera has broken out 
among the troops stationed at Leovo, a town in 
South Russia. 

Cincinnati health authorities are endeavor- 
ing to form a cordon of inspection posts 100 miles 


from that city. 

It 1s reported at Denver, Colo., that there 
are cases of cholera in Philadelphia that are 
being suppressed by the authorities. 

The Canadian Government will not estab- 
lish rigid quarantine at Clifton, Ont., but will 
disinfect all baggage entering the Dominion at 
that point. 

The Health Board of Detroit has ordered 
the quarantine of immigrants via Canada raised 
owing to the report made by the committee which 
has visited Grosse Isle. 

Dr. Irving A. Watson, Chairman of the In- 
ternational Quarantine committee, says there is 
not a port on the Atlantic coast supplied with all 
the means of modern maritime sanitary science. 

The State Board of Health of Louisiana has 
ordered inspections of all trains and steamboats 
entering the State. The existence of cholera in 
Vera Cruz and Havana is denied in New Orleans. 

The Suffolk County (L. I.) grand jury is ex- 
pected to find indictments against Gov. Flower 
aod Health Officer Jenkins charging each with 
exceeding his lawfully constituted authority in 
the Fire island matter. 

H. C. Frick has loaned, without interest, 
$2,000 to the representative of the Pennsylvania 
State Board of Health at Pittsburg, with which 
to carry on his work of preventing cholera from 
entering that city, until the Legislature meets. 


DEATH FROM THE EXPOSURE. 


A Philadelphian Dies as a Result of the 
Trip on the Cepheus, 
Partapenrata, Pa., Sept. 19.—George H.

| WON THE FIRST FIGHT 


JUDGE BUNDY DECIDES THE IN- 
DIANA GERRY MANDER VOID. 


He Holds in the Henry County Case That 
Gross Inequalities Exist and the Laws 
of 1885 and 1891 Are of No Effect— 
Notices Must Be Issued Under the Act 
of 1879—The Case at Once Appealed— 
McKinley Thinks Victory Certain in 
November, 

Newcaste, Ind., Sept. 19,—[Special.]—In 
the Henry County Circuit Court this morning 
Judge Bundy rendered a decision in the per- 
rymander case brought by Simon T. Powell 
to test the constitutionality of the laws passed 
in 1885 and 1891 redistricting the State into leg- 
islative districts. The suit was a proceeding 
in mandamus to compel the Clerk, Auditor, 
and Sheriff of Henry County to give notice of 
election according to the laws of 1879, The 
laws objected to were passed by Democratic 
Legislatures and were attacked because of 
their inequalities. The court held the laws of 
1885 and 1891 unconstitutional upon a de- 
murrer to the petition, and ordered the no- 
tices issued as prayed for, The defendants 
immediately gave notice of appeal to the 
Supreme Court, and will hasten the case as 
rapidly as possible in order that it may be 
decided before the limit in which notices can 
be legally issued. If sustained Judge Bundy’s 
decision will change at least half of the Sena- 
torial and Assembly districts. The court, 
after stating the case and holding that the 
court has jurisdiction in original mandamus 
proceedings and that any citizen has legal 
right to sue, says: 

This leaves only the question whether or not the 
complaint states a cause of action, in determin- 
ing which a reference is necessary to the sections 
of the Constitution of Indiana involved in the 
inquiry. It provides that The General Assembly 
shall at its second session after the adoption of 
this Constitution, and every six years thereafter, 
cause an enumeration to be made of all the male 
inhabitants over the age of 21 years. That the 
number of Senators and Revresentatives shall 
at the session next following each period 
of making such enumeration be fixed by 
law, and apportioned among the several counties 
according to the number of male inhabitants 
above 21 years of age in each, and a Senatorial or 
Representative district where more than one coun- 
ty shall constitute a district shall be com 
contiguous counties, and no county for Senatorial 
apportionment shall ever be divided.” It is al- 
leged in the complaint that in the years 1583 and 
1839 enumerations were made of all the male iu- 
habitants of the State over the age of 21 years, 
as by the Constitution required, and that in the 
years 1585 and 1591 laws were passed apportioning 
the Senators and Representatives among the 
several couuties. By each act the number of 
Representatives was Hxed at 100 and the number 
of Senators at fifty. The complaint charges that 
both the law of 1801 and the law of 188) are re- 
pugaant to the Constitution for the reason that in 
neither case was the apportionment made ac- 
cording to the number of male inhabitants above 
21 years of age in each rey In support of 
this contention the following Are some of the 
facts apparent from an examination of the com- 
plaint. Taking the act of 1891 and the enumera- 
tion on which it is based the number or unit 
sufficient for Senatorial representation is 11,020 
and for a Representative 6,510. 

This act makes a Senatorial district of the 
Counties of Grant and Madison, and gives them 
one Senator to represent 15,780 male inhabitants 
above 21 years of age, and givesto La Porte 
County alone one Senator with only 8,511, a differ- 
ence of 6,969. In eighteen Senatorial districts, 
made up of thirty-five counties, nine of them con- 
tain in the aggregate 123,150 male inhabitants 
over the age of 21 years, and the other nine 76,429. 
Or, 76,429 electors in nine districts have the same 
voice in the State Senate as 123,150 in nine others. 
Nine have an average of 22 per cent less than the 
unit, and the other nine an average of 23 per cent 
more than the unit, and in no instance is there 
any provision made for the excess, which aggre- 
gates 23,934. 

Turning to the apportionment for Representa- 
tives it appears that Henry County, with 6,440, or 
930 more than the Unite has one Represeutative, 
while Owen County, with 3,744, or 1,766 less than 
the unit, has one. The 3,744 electors in Owen 
County have the same representative voice and 
strength as 6,440 electors in Henry. These are 
some of the facts shown by the complaint in ref- 
erence tothe apportionment made by the act of 
1891. Thesameor similar conditions are showa 
to exist under the law of 1885, 

The judiciary should declare a law unconstitu- 
tional when it is so, ana thes only. The act is 
not to be declared invalid unless it be clearly and 
plainly in conflict with the Constitution. On the 
other hand, where it is clear that a law violates a 
command of the Constitution no higher duty can 
be vested in courts than toso declare. The first 
section of the Constitution of Indiana provides 
All elections shall befree and equal.” How can 
an election be equal with an unegual and unfair 
apportionment? ; 
he apportionment laws in question are either 
in consonance with the provision of the Constitu- 
tion or are in violation of it. My conviction is 
clear and strong that these acts are palpably re- 
pugnant to the Constitution and in viglation of 
both its letter and spirit, and ought not to stand. 
The demurrer is therefore overruled.

I do not anticipate 
the election being thrown into the 
House. As for the Democratic charges 
that the wages of working- 
men have been cut down instead of being in- 
creased under the operation of the present 
law, Ihave only to cite the report of Mr. 
Peck, a Democratic official, who testifies that 
they have been increased in New York. The 
Commissioner of Massachusetts bears the 
same testimony, and the Senate committee 
corroborates.”’ 

How about your own movements during 
the campaign ?”’ 

»O, lam subject, of course, to the call of 
the National committee as far as my duties 
permit. I am obliged to bein Columbus 
very frequently, but I shall be on the stump 
a good deal.

Follow the report of Mr. Cleveland’s Com- 
missioner of Labor in New York and of the 
Democratic Banking Superintendent, and of 
the Labor Commissioner of Indiana, comes 
the report of Commissioner Homer G. Wad- 
lin of the Bureau of Labor Statistics in Massa 
chusetts. It isa more deadly fire of figures 
than the others in one respect—namely: that 
the Democratic-mugwump combine will hard- 
ly go to the extent of arresting the Massachu- 
setts Commissioner, which is their favorite 
method of answering the argument of statis- 
tics. Commissioner Wadlin has secured re- 
ports from 3,745 establishments, representing 
every important manufacturing interest in the 
old Commonwealth. Their returns cover the 
years 1890 and 1891, and show that there was 
an increase of $9,932,490 in the capital of these 
establishments, the largest proportional in- 
crease being in those produciug machines and 
machinery and metals and metallic goods. 
There was an increase of wages in nine of the 
ten principal Massachusetts industries—name- 
ly: carpetings, cotton goods, leather, ma- 
chines and machinery, metals and metallic 
goods, musical instruments and materials, 
paper and paper gpods, woolen goods, and 
worsted goods, and a decrease in one only— 
boots and shoes. The principal points in the 
report are summed up as follows: 


The increase in the capital devoted to produc- 


tion in 1891 was 2.34 per cent over 1590, 
The increase in the value of stock used was 2.77 


per cent. . 
The increase in the value of goods produced 


was 1.33 per cent. 

The increase in the average number of persons 
employed was 1.72 per cent, employment being 
given to 5,166 additional workmen. 

The increase in the total amount of wages paid 
was 2.65 ver cent. 

The average increase in wages, including men, 
women, and children, was .91 per cent. 

The average number of persons unemployed. de- 


creased .45 per cent.

JUSTICE WOODMAN AND THE DEMOCRAT- 
IC BOSS. 

Justice Woodman explained in detail, as 
reported in yesterday’s Tripunz, how he came 
to get the bribe money from Mike McDonald 
and why he kept it for a couple of days, and 
his explanation completely upsets the latter’s 
smooth theory of the affair. Mike’s story 
that he thought he owed Justice Woodman 
a large sum on the bail bonds will hardly 
hold water in the face of three witnesses who 
will testify that the Justice told him only $17 
would be due after he had paid the $70. 
Justice Woodman further states that he did 
not speak to McDonald about the $300 the lat- 
ter had given him betause he wished to let 
him develop his intentions and purposes, 
which he did, for at the second visit the J ustice 
had unseen witnesses who heard him give the 
names of the two Judges who would decide 
in his favor. Justice Woodman says: 

The first time he called a witness heard him 
give the name of Mason and saw him go into the 
room with me, but no one heard the conversation 
that time. The second time he called I was 
prepared with witnesses. He brought me a copy 
of the decision of Judge Kettelie. He also said 
that the case before Justice Glennon had been 
discharged and he wanted me to discharge my 
cases the following day, He said he could get an 
injunction out before either one of two Judges, 
whom he named, restraining the police from act- 
ing. My witnesses heard those names. I am not 
willing at this stage of my exposure of McDonald 
to give the names of the witnesses, because it 
would embarrass the investigation. 

Justice Woodman has the straight proofs 
against smooth Mike, as will be demonstrated 
when the proper time comes. The Justice’s 
statement already convicts McDonald of at- 
tempted bribery and of peddling his influence 
with Judges, whose names he gives in his 
interview, though the Justice does not, and 
with Altgeld, his candidate for Governor, 
when elected. It convicts the Democratic 


boss who makes city and county tickets and 


who at last has gone into the business of mak- 
ing State tickets of all that Justice Woodman 
has alleged against him, and he must answer 
for it in the courts. He must also answer for 
it before the bar of the people. It now re- 
mains to be seen whether the people propose 
to ratify his ticket and the man he has made 
the candidate for Governor, and whom he 
proposes to use if he elects him. It remains 
to be seen whether the 25,000 German Luther- 
an Republicans, upon whom Mr. Wash 
Hesing boasts of having a cinch, propose to 
ratify them. 


ALTGELD’S SAD LACK OF PRECISION, 

At first the Democratic organs, taking their 
cue from Mike McDonald’s interview pub- 
lished in the evening papers of Saturday, said 
the Governor had nothing to do with the ap- 
pointment of Justicesof the Peace. Think- 
ing that such statements would be accepted 
by the public, McDonald’s candidate—Altgelda 
—whose favor McDonald pledged to Justice 
Woodman, had himself interviewed and said: 


The public should reflect that the Judges of 
Cook County have the naming of the Justices of 
the Peace for Chicago, They are then sent tothe 
Governor, who sends them to the Senate for final 
confirmation. The Governor may reject any or 
all of them. Should hereject one or, more, the 
Judges fill the place, and continue doing so until 
the Governor and Senate are satisfied. 


The evident purpose of Candidate Altgeld 
in this interview is to make light of the Gov- 
ernor’s part in the appointment of Justices. 
In order to carry out his idea in this respect 
he departs from his usual custom of precise 
statement and says: The Judges of Cook 
County have the naming of the Justices. 
- « « They are then sent to the Governor, 
who sends them to the Senate for final con- 

firmation.” Candidate Altgeld is misleading. 
The Judges recommend a number of persons 
for Justices to the Governor, who appoints as 
many of them as he may think fit. ‘Fhe Sen- 
ate confirms or rejects the Governor’s appoint- 
ments. No man can become a Justice of the 
Peace for Chicago unless the Governor ap- 
points him. Mr. Altgeld is not candid or 
truthful in his statement of the law. 

And the fact that Altgeld, when he was 
Judge of the Superior Court, did on one on- 
sion refuse to recommend Mr. Woodman for 


Justice of the Peace only contirms the general 


belief in Woodman’s statement of McDon- 
ald’s attempt at bribery. If Altgeld had 
voted to recommend Woodman the latter 
could have no fears that Altgeld would not 
appoint him if recommended to him by the 
Cook County Judges. But, having fought 
Woodman’s recommendation before, McDon- 


| ald ao doubt shrewdly suspected that Wood- 


mar would be pleased to have an assurance 
that Altgeld was friendly now or could be 
made friendly; and, coming from a State 
committeeman like McDonald, a worker for 
the party, a friend and supporter of Altgeld, 
Mr. Woodman must have accepted the assur- 
ance as an authoritative one. It was the most 
important part of the bribe offered to him, 
and which he, to his honor be it said, con- 
temptuously rejected. 

Altgeid’s attempt to wriggle out of his con- 
nection with McDonald is ridiculous. It will 
deceive only those who want to be deceived. 


THE DIVISION OF HYGIENE AND SANITA- 
TION AT THE FAIR. 

It is to be regretted that in the assignment 
of space at the World’s Fair the division of 
hygiene and sanitation, as well as several other 
divisions of the Department of Liberal Arts, 
18 likely to be seriously cramped for room. At 
the Paris Exposition of 1889 buildings with a 
floor capacity of 125,000 feet were assigned to 
this division, and at the English Exposition 
there was a similarly generous assignment of 
space, but in the Columbian Exposition the 
Chief of the department, owing to the curtail- 
ment of space originally given to the Liberal 
Arts Department, has been unable to assign 
over 10,000 feet to this important division, 
which more intimately concerns the mind and 
body of man than any other. The scheme of 
this division is of the most comprehensive 
character. It embraces models of sanitary 
built houses and schoolhouses, baths, lava- 
tories, crematories, and filters; quarantine es- 
tablishments, ashore and afloat; laboratories 
for analyses of water, milk, and adulterated 


foods and for bacteriological research; 
gymnasia and gymnastic appliances; 
heating and ventilating apparatus; 


dresses for special work; methods of food 
preparation; illustrations, diagrams, and 
charts showing the work of State Boards of 
Health and their auxiliaries as well as of san- 
itary associations; and a library of publications 
relating to hygiene and sanitation. 

It is but natural that the heads of divisions 
should regard their work as of the highest im- 
portance, as compared with others, and should 
seek the largest possible space, but after 
making all allowances it must be conceded 
that in practical results the division of hygiene 
and sanitation is on2 of the most valuable and 
farreaching of all which will find illustration 
at the Columbian Exposition. A scientist 
puts the subject in the tollowing striking man- 
ner: * Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes is of opin- 
ion that the proper time to commence the 
training of achild is one or two hundred years 
before its birth. Consequently the present 
generation is now engaged in forming the 
physique and character, the mind and 
the body of the generations of the 
twenty-first century. At the same time 
they should be influencing the welfare of 
the present and rising generations. When we 
consider the lamentable loss of life in this 
country frown preventable disease alone, and 
that for every death there are probably ten 
cases of sickness, the energies of all thinking 
men and women should surely give more aid 
than is now given to the promotion of sani- 
tary work and promulgation of sanitary ideas. 
Taking the deaths from infectious diseases 
(and ali infectious diseases should be pre- 
ventable) at 52,000 adults in this country and 
the economical value of each life being $1,000, 
the total loss to the country 18 $52,000,000 per 
annum. Iftothis be added the losses occa- 
sioned by sickness, the total economic loss 
will amount to several millions annually. Add 
to the above death rate total the number of 
children under the age of 5 years annually sac- 
rificed at the shrine of infectious diseases, 
109,000, the grand total is absolutely alarm- 
ing. 

Sanitation and hygiene are the burning 
questions of the day in this country and in 
Europe aud their importance is now empha- 
sized by the visitation of cholera, There is a 
general public demand for cleanliness in all 
the large cities of the United States and a de- 
sire to become acquainted with the advanced 
methods of science in this direction. The 
exhibition at the World's Fair, therefore, will 
not only be in the highest degree educational 
but one of the most eagerly sought for by 
those interested in this subject. And who is 
not? It appeals not only to municipal author- 
ities but to every householder and parent in 
the land, and out of such an exhibition must 
come the greatest goud to the greatest num- 
ber. It will be most unfortunate, therefore, 
if this division should be curtailed to a space 
only one-tenth of that awarded to it in the 
smaller exhibitions of Paris and London. If 
room cannot be found in the great liberal 
arts structure, why not erect a special build- 
ing for it? 


WEAK EXCUSES OF A STRADDLEBUG 
SHEET. 
The Boston ‘Herald, one of the straddling 
Demdcratic papers, says: 


There is no purpose of establishing free trade 
by legislation in the Democratic party. The 
proposition in the Democratic platform, which 
seems to threaten this, was put in there partly in 
thoughtlessness and partly in mischief. 


This is meant as an apology for the action 
of the Democratic National convention. It 
is an insult to that body, which took more 
time for the mature consideration of its plat- 
form than any convention has done for years. 
Generally the Committee on Resolutions makes 
a report, which is read and heard and under- 
stood by only about a tenth of the delegates, 
and which is rushed through with a hurrah. 
There have been occasions when a committee 
has submitted a platform which would not 
have been adopted if it had been known what 
it was and there had been a chance to discuss 
it. Such was not the case in the Democratic 
convention in Chicago in June, 1892. 

The Committee on Resolutions presented its 
report. Mr. Neal of Ohio moved an amend- 
ment to the tariff plank. It was discussed 
pro and con at length. Amendments to the 
amendment were offered and voted down. 
Finally the substitute making ultra free trade 
the future policy of the party was adopted by 
a vote of yeas 564 to nays 342. There was no 
element of thoughtlessness about the action 
of the convention, And to insinuate that 
those 564 delegates, the representatives of* 
their party, assembled to proclaim its creed 
and select its candidate, were no better than a 
parcel of schoolboys, with no higher dbject 
than to make mischief,is to imsinuate that 
which is grossly untrue. The convention 
may have been in error in what it did. That 
remains to be seen. But it was very much in 
earnest, 

Nor will it do to say that the tariff plank 
“seems to threaten” | free trade. It is free 
trade, as it is generally understood—free trade 
in all competitive goods and protection for 
nothing—and it is useless to try to explain it 
away as the limping Herald does. 

The Boston Herald must be very much wor- 
ried and must be full of fear that there is 
no hope for its candidates in Massachusetts 
and elsewhere in New England if it has to re- 
sort to such desperate devices as the above to 
bullify the effect of the Democratic free 
trade plank. * Supp what the Herald 
said were true, w opinion would people 
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whose 
picked representatives, deliberating in the face 
of the whole country, were governed in pro- 
claimmg the policy of their party on the 
most important topic of the day by a spirit 
of “thoughtlessness and mischief’? Who 
would vote to intrust the destinies of the 
country to nominees selected by such men? 


CHOLERA AN INTERNATIONAL CRIME. 

Dr. Peter J. Popoff, an eminent Russo- 
American scientist, in a letter to the New York 
Sun goes to the very root of the matter when 
he declares cholera to be an international 
crime, for which England is mainly responsi- 
ble. He says, referrirg to the establishment of 
a sanitary cordon at the delta of the Ganges: 

Is it not an international crime to let cholera 
ravage the world over? In case of cholera the sol- 
idarity of interests of all civilized nations is self-ev- 
ident. Why, then, dothey not unite in establishing 
some measures that would tend to keen the plague 
at its home for good? This is an opportune time to 
raise the question of an International Anti-Chol- 
era Congress. If Europe, up to this day, has not 
done anything of the kind, why should not we, 
the Americans, raise this vital question? 

In his recent lecture upon “ Cholera and Its 
Treatment” before the Clinical Society of 
Hahnemann Hospital in this city, Dr. J. E. 
Gilman discussed the question from the same 
poiut of view and said: 

England in becoming the ruler of India has as- 
sumed the moral responsibility for that country 
in the family of nations, and on England 6 
shoulders rests the weight of destruction and 
desolation wrought by the cholera, not alone in 
India but throughout the world wherever its 
contagion is conveyed. What steps, if any, has 
England ever made to prevent the outbreaks of 
the pestilence after the great religious 
pilgrimage gatherings at Hurdwar, Jugger- 
naut, or Benares? What process of disinfection 
or guard was instituted to destroy the cholera in 
its birthplace or check its onward movement on 
the great caravan roads? Had England made 
such efforts as the sanitarian of today demands 
the present panic at its threshold would have 
beep averted and the victims of the pestilence in 
the long march of the disease through Asia and 
Europe might still be in the land of the living. 
On England rests the disgrace of allowing the 
cholera to exist, and to England belongs the 
blame for its spread beyond the region of its 
home. If there were no communicating links be- 
tween one country and another, if it were possible 
to place a Chinese wall of perfect exclusion, an 
embargo of trade and of emigration, the cholera 
would cease its travels and we should need have 
no fear of its ravages. 

Dr. Gilman puts the case not a whit too 
forcibly. The breeding ground of cholera is 
in India and certain parts of Persia and 
Turkestan. It is indigenous there, and it is 
always more or less prevalent, its extent and 
fatality largely depending upon the move- 
ments of caravans and the gathering of great 
crowds at religious festivals, It is never 
spontaneous in Europe. It wan Asiatic dis- 
ease and is always brought there. In every 
epidemic of the diseas; it starts from Asia 
and travels westward into Europe, some- 
times by land, as in the present case of its in- 
vasion of Russia, and sometimes by water, as 
in the outbreak at Hamburg and in its ap- 
pearance atquarantine in New York harbor. 
As England is responsible for the gov- 
ernment of India, and has paramount 
influence in Persia, Afghanistan, and 
Turkestan, it is also responsible for the 
continuance of the pest in those regions and 
for its transmission across the Asiatic fron- 
tiers into Europe and thence across the ocean 
into this country. What has it done towards 
the extinction of the disease in its birthplace? 
Absolutely nothing. it has entailed upon all 
other nations the trouble and expense of insti- 
tuting sanitary precautions to prevent its 
spread, and of establishmg quarantine to the 
serious discomfort of well passengers and at 
tremendous losses to merchants and shippers; 
but it has done nothing to check the disease, 
which always rages after these great religious 
pilgrimages. It boasts of its own imumunity 
and the perfection of its sanitary appliances 
at home, but it has not taken a step to use 
those appliances in the region which produces 
cholera and sends it over.the world, and which 
it governs. | 

It is time that the nations of the world 
which are the sufferers by this neglect and in 
difference should unite-in vigorous protest. 
France, Germany, Italy, Russia, Austria, and 
the United States should join hands and de- 
mand of England that it stop the cholera and 
stamp it out where it originates. It has 
cost thousands upon thousands of lives in 
these countries in the past, and it will cost 
thousands more in the future if it is not 
checked at its source. These useless pilgrim- 
ages should be stopped, or, if they cannot be 
stopped, the filthy Orientals who make them 
should be compelled to observe cleanliness, 
and not drink and wash in the same water.

SENATOR STEWART GOES BACK ON HIS 
SILVER SPEECHES. 

The following dispatch is from Winnemuc- 
ca, Nev., Sept. 16: 

The second conventionof the silver party was 
held here last evening for the purpose of in- 
structing its Electors to vote for Weaver and 
Field. Senator Stewart, in an address to the 
convention, declared both Presidents Cleveland 
and Harrison had disregarded their respective 
platforms after election. and used their power to 
demonetize silver. He said a vote for either Har- 
rison or Cleveland was a vote for the enemy of 
the paramount industry of Nevada. Weaver was 
the only Presidential candidate whose position 
on the silver question harmonized with Nevada's 
interests. He declared he would vote for Weaver 
and advocate his election on the stump through- 
out the State. The platform instructed the 
Electors to vote for Weaver and Field for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President, and indorsed Senator 
Stewart for United States Senator. 

For yéars Senator Stewart has been making 
an interminablé series of speeches for the 
free coinage of silver, alleging that the effect 
of that policy would inevitably be to raise its 
value to the old $1.29 an ounce, thus benefit- 
ing largely the silver miners of his State. The 
above dispatch shows either that he played the 
hypocrite when he took up the time of the 
Senate with his unending harangues, or that 
he has changed his views radically, and is be- 
traying the silver miners, as he has not joined 
the 65-cent silver dollar and fiat party. 

He substantially denounces the two great 
parties as enemies of silver! Yet each of these 
organizations would like mighty well to see 
that metal again worth $1.29 an ounce, Neither, 
however, sees any practicable way of making 
it so, or of bettering to any degree the present 
state of affairs, except through an interna- 
tional conference and agreement. While those 
parties are ready to do all in their power to 
enhance the value of silver Seuator Stewart 
says he will have nothing to do with them, 
but will join the cheap silver third party! 

He says he will vote for fiat Weaver be- 
cause the platform of his party declares for 
the “free and unlimited coinage of silver.” 
He must know, however, that the members of 
that orgahization declare openly that they are 
for free silver only as the first step towards 
abolishmg hard money. Their goal is irre- 
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| deemable les erh do be manufactured’ by 


the government and loaned to everybody. 
They will take a 65-cent silver dollar first 
because they think they can get it easier than 


the 100-cent gold dollar and because they as 


debtors will be liberated thereby ofathird of 
their indebtedness without having to surren- 
der any of the property they bought on credit. 
But behind the cheap silver dollar they see 
the irredeemable shinplaster dollar which 
will banish the silver dollar from circulation, 
as it will enable the debtor to swindle his 
creditor out of all he owes him. The People’s 
party does not want a silver dollar which will 
doubtless be worth something over 50 cents 
for several years yet, its exact value be- 
ing dependent on the quotations in the 
London silver market. That party wants 
scrip, which will have no redeemer, and which 
will be worth only what the money brokers 
will give for it in gold. The amount they 
would be willing to give would dwindle day 
by day, until they would offer for it finally 
what the money brokers did for Confederate 
notes, Continental currency, and French as- 
signats—that is, nothing. That is the money 
outcome of the party Senator Stewart has 
joined. How would that bottomless pit 
scheme better the silver miners? Would they 
be better off when silver ceased to be used as 
money in the United States than they are now 
when so much of it is used? The Weaverites 
are the mortal enemies of the miners. They 
are the ones from whom they have most to 
dread, And yet this man Stewart, who pre- 
tends to be the miners’ great champion, 
comes out for fiat Weaver. Either the Neva- 
da Senator is playing the part of a traitor or 
his mental faculties have run to seed. 


CLEVELAND AND PENITENTIARY LABOR. 

In his annual message to Congress, in De- 
cember, 1886, President Cleveland, whom Alt- 
geld is calling on workmen to support, pre- 
sented views regarding a national penitentiary 
that are at variance with those of the organ- 
ized labor of the country. He referred to the 
expense and the evils resulting from confining 
prisoners, convicted and sentenced by United 
States Courts, in about thirty of the State 
penitentiaries, and favored the establishment 
of a national penitentiary, consisting of one 
or more institutions, in which prisoners could 
receive better supervision by the National 
Government. That is all well enough. But 
President Cleveland went further, and for the 
purpose of saving a little money proposed 
that the government bring its convicts in com- 
petition with the industry of its free and 
honest citizens, and ex- Judge Altgeld is urging 
artisans to vote for him. The considerable 
cost of maintaining these convicts,’’ wrote 
Mr. Cleveland, as at present in State insti- 
tations, would be saved by the adoption of the 
plan proposed, and by employing them in the 


‘manufacture of such articles as were needed 


for use by the government quite a large pe- 
cuniary benefit would be realized in partial 
return for our outlay.”” We doubt very much 
that there is a labor organization in the coun- 
try that would indorse this proposition. But 
John P. Altgeld, Democratic candidate for 
Governor, is calling on the organized labor 
men to support the author of this precious 
scheme. After making his assault on the 
management of the Joliet Penitentiary he 
devoted half of his speech to glorifying free 
trade and the Stuffed Prophet, who recom- 
mended the national prison system in his mes- 
sage to Congress. And this is the same 
Altgeld who depends on the organized labor 
vote of Chicago to elect him Governor of 
Illinois.

GATHER AT WASHINGTON. 


nie Time on Peaceful Mission Bent and 


Grand Army Place Is Dedicated by 
Men Who a Quarter of a Century Ago 
Carried the Banners of Victory Through 
the Streets of the Nation’s Capital—Bril- 
liant Reception at Night in the Ro- 
tunda of the Capitol Building. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 19.—[Special.]— 
The veterans have taken peaceful. possession 
of the National Capital. All day long and far 
into the night the strains of martial music 
have been reminders of the capital as it was 
more than a quarter of a century ago. The 
leading events have been the dedication of 
Grand Army Place and the reception in the 
rotunda of the Capitol. With one or 
two exceptions the visiting posts did 
part in the exercises, They 
are saving themselves for the parade 
tomorrow, which President Harrison so 
aptly calls the rehearsal of a victory of 1865. 


Besides, the dedication of Grand Army Place 


was in the nature of a welcome to the visit- 
ors by the National Capital. All that the veter- 
ans ask tonight is that the blue sky against 
which the monument was outlined so clearly 
today may continue another twenty-four 
hours. It will be their last parade probably 
in the National Capital as a distinct organ 
gation, for they don’t expect another en- 
campment will come to Washington in ro- 
tation till many of them are in their graves. 

The reception in the rotunda of the Capitol 
tonight by the women was a unique feature of 
an historical occasion. With the corps of 
women receiving thousands of veterans and 
their wives passing through while the electric 
lights blazed throughout the big building the 


sight was one to stir up a host of memories. 


’ recollection 


The reception was given by the Ladies’ Citi- 
zens’ committee to the Women’s Relief Corps, 
the women of other organizations, and the G. 
A. R. veterans and their wives. 

In addition to these events there were the 
laying of the corner-stone for the monument 
to Gen. Crook at Arlington by the Army of 
West Virginia, with ex-President Hayes ore- 
siding, the national camp-fire in Judiciary 

Square, the Sheridan camp-fire at the Congre- 
gational Church, and the reunions of the vari- 
ous corps. 

Parade of Military Organizations. 
The dedication was preceded by a parade 
which afforded an opportunity for con- 
trasting the appearance and movements of 
the veterans with the precise and modern 
methods of the soldiers of the regular army 
and navy, for the principal part was taken by 
the regular soldiers, sailors. and marines sta- 


_ tioned in Washington and the District of 


Columbia National Guard, which ranks high 
in the points of efficiency, drill, and soldierly 
appearance. The procession consisted of five 
brigades commanded by Gen. Eugene A, Carr, 
and started at 10 o’clock from Second street, 
west of the Capitol, and proceeded up Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to a stand in front of the 
Treasury, where it was reviewed by Vice- 
President Morton and others. 

The veterans of the G. A. R. were conspicu- 
ous among the spectators and they showed the 
deepest interest in the movement of the 
troops. At the corner of Fifteenth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue procession was 
obliged to make a turn to the right, instead of 
the old-fashioned wheel, which was at once 
the delight and the terror of the soldier of yes- 

rday. The reguiar troops and the District 
militia wheeled by fours, thus affording the 
veterans the first illustration of the new 
tactics. They were keen to note the move, 


and criticised freely such modern innova- 


tions. 
As the procession, headed by Gen. Carr, 


with his magnificently mounted and gayly 


accoutered staff, marched up Pennsylvania 
avenue it was greeted with cheers and ex- 
ressions of commendation. The Third 
Jnited States Artillery, on foot, elicited much 
applause. 

‘he famous Marine Band, playing one of 
Sousa’s most taking marches, preceded the 
naval brigade, jolly jack-tars tugging and 
draggi Gatling guns and howitzers. The 
National Guard of the District of Columbia 
presented a remarkably fine appearance. 
There were colored troops in line, dark- 
skinned heroes who were in at the death at 
Wounded Knee and other desperate Indian 
campaigns; and there were contingents in the 
District National Guard, and included 
in the Potomac Department G. A. R, 
All of them received a warm welcome as they 
strode along. The veterans smiled when they 
saw a body of men come spinuing along on 
bicycles, with carbines strapped to their 
backs, but the smile of amusement gave way 
to a look of surprise and interest as they wit- 
nessed the hindiness and dexterity of the 
wheelmen and saw them dismount and leap 
again to their wheels in less time than a cav- 
alry man could perform one operation. A 
company of pretty girls— Daughters of Vet- 
erans—ciad in blue and white, with jaunty 
caps, were cheered heartily. 
he Department of the Potomac was well 
represented and the old veterans marched 
with surprising firmness and energy consid- 
ering the gray heads and disabled limbs of 
their number. The National Rifles, an inde- 
pendent militia organization, came next, pre- 
ceding the last division of the procession, 
which was made up entirely of Sons of Veter- 
ans, mainly visiting commands, about 400 
strong. 
Dedicatory Ceremonies, 

The formal opening of the exercises of the 
week took place after the procession was dis- 
banded. t was the dedication of Grand 
Army Place by Vice-President Morton as the 
representative of President Harrison. At 12 
o’clock an artillery salute from the guns on 
the fac-simile of the Kearsage in the rear of 
the stand sounded, anda few minutes later 
Vice-Presdent Morton was ushered to his 

lace on the stand. Commander-in-Chief 

almer was a moment later shown 
to his seat. At 12:10 o’clock a 
bugler sounded the assembly, and 
Comrade McElroy called those present to 
order. The Rev. D. Payne of Florida, Chap- 
lain in Chief of the G. A. R., offered prayer 
and made a special plea for the restoration to 
health of Mrs. Harrison. 

The Red, White, and Blue was played by 
the Marine Band and then there was applause 
when Commanaer-in-Chief Palmer of the G. 
A. R. was introduced to deliver the intro- 
ductory address. Mr. Palmer said: 

Comrades: For the first time since the close of 
the great civil conflict you will have an oppor- 
tunity of meetings your comradesin arms ina 
headquarters provided for each of the great army 
corps existing during the war. It would certain- 
ly be invidious of me to single out or attempt to 
mention any particular corps for its gallant 
service. 1 know that human natureon the average 
is about alike, and Ican appreciate how every 
soldier took special delight in speaking with 
pride of the service rendered by the corps in 
which he served, and no one will object if when 
you get together today the recollections of past 
dangers tempt you to be enthusiastic. You must 
bear in mind that a large number of the boys” 
who were on the other side will mingle with you 
during your visit in Washington, and it is 


very likely that they will have some 
dllection. of what occurred from 1561 
to 1885. Whatever differences of opinion we 
may have as to the gallantry of the several corps, 
there is one point upon which we all agree, that 
whether it was the comrade who wore the star or 
the eagle, whether it was he who wore the insig- 
nia of non-commissioned officer or the common 
soldier who carried his musket in the ranks ; each 
was loyal to the common cause for which he 
served and each tried to do his full duty as he 
saw it. The same can be said for each corps and 


its gallant commander; each did its full share in 


each shared in the glori- 
ous achievements of the Union army. The 
thought tbat’ so many of our gallant 
leaders cannot be with us today fills our hearts 
with many sad reflections. The vacant places 
they have left in our ranks are more suggestive 
than the presence of the living.

VIEW OF GRAND ARMY PLACE. 


Novel Arrangement of Different Corps to 
Represent a War Scene, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 19.—Grand Army 
place, known until today as the White lot, is 
just south of the grounds of the Executive 
Mansion. It is one magnificent lawn, com- 
prising many acres of ground, covered with 
well-kept greeu sod and unbroken by a single 
tree or bush. On this vast field by a happy 
conceit has been laid out a reproduction of the 
closing campaign of the War of the Rebellion. 
But instead of serried armies and parks of 
death-dealing artiliery the positions of the 
Federal armies have been indicated by the 
arrangement of tents and stands. In the cen- 
ter of the field, representing Richmond, the 
capital of the Confederacy, is a commodious 
grand stand. Surrounding it are myriads of 
tents set apart for representatives of the vari- 
ous army corps that wound up the war. To 
the northeast of Richmond lies the Army of 
the Potomac, comprising the cavalry, Twen- 
ty-second, Ninth, Sixth, Fifth, Third, and 
First Corps and artillery. To the northwest 
lies the Army of the Cumberland, the cavairy 
of the West, the Army of West Virginia 
Eightn,the Army of Ohio, Twenty-third Corps; 
the Fourth Corps. the Fourteenth, 
the Provisional Corps, the Twenti- 
eth, made up of the Eleventh and 
Twelfth and the colored troops. The Army of 
the James, the Eighteenth, Tenth, Twenty- 
fourth, and Twenty-fifth Corps, the prisoners 
of war, medal of honor men, and Shields’ Di- 
vision occupy the southeastern part of the 
field. To the southwest of Richmond lie the 
Army of the Tennessee, Thirteenth, Fif- 
teenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, and Seventh 
Corps, the Army of the Mississippi, Nine- 
teenth Corps, Army of the Gulf, and the 
naval forces. Five great tents, known as 
Grant, Sherman, ‘Sheridan, Meade, and 
Thomas tents, separate the four great 
divisions. in these tents, of which 
Grant tent is the largest, will be held the re- 
unions of the various corps. The smaller 
tents are laid cut in regular avenues and bear 
large colored symbols indicative of the corps 
to which they are assigned. 

The novelty of the ground is the place set 
apart for the reunion of the naval and marine 
veterans, on which has been erected a repro- 
duction of the famous frigate Kearsarge, which 
sank the Confederate cruiser Alabama, 
after it had made its unparalleled 
record as a destroyer of commerce. 
The Kearsarge has been the attraction of 
Grand Army place from the beginning, and 
the interest in her has grown as the vessel has 
taken on symmetry of outline and completion 
of hull. The frame work was built of strong 
Virginia pine, and was erected to conform to 
the shape of the vessel according to the plans, 
drawings, and specifications furnished by the 
Navy Department. Thespar deck is of two 
inch pine and the inner liaing of her sides 
above that deck is of inch pine. The masts 
are bolted to massive timbers 8 in 
boxes sunk six feet in the ground, The rig- 
ging is of the strongest kind and is placed and 
‘rattled down” precisely as in any sea- 
going bark-rigged vessel. Some few of the 
minor appointments of the old vessel, such as 
hatches and the like, are left off purposely in 
order to make room for promenades and 
dancing.. The deck is marked, however, to 
show the lucation and size of the hatches and 
tracks of the swivel gune. 

Two breech-loading guns point out of the 
forward ports, which will be used for saluting 
purposes and to fire down the ensign at 
sundown. It was first thought that wooden 
guns of the same pattern and size used on the 
old vessel would be mounted, but it was 
found that this would take up reom that 
would be needed for -reunion purposes and it 
was abandoned. The portholes and dead- 
lights are the same as in the old Kearsarge. 
In fact, all the openmgs are the same. The 
cabin is 16x40 feet and is nicely finished. The 
walls are in imitation of paint and the gor 
is covered and decorated handsomely wit 
new flags. Around the wall are models of 
vessels, representing the old and new navy. 
Pictures of naval vessels and naval heroes are 
placed here and there, so as to make the effect 
intensely naval, unique, and interesting. 

On the spar deck the section of the rudder- 
post of the old Kearsarge which received and 
held a shell from the Alabama may be seen, 
and is an object of interest even to the men 
and officers who were in the former vessel 
when the shell was lodged there. The ship is 
gayly decorated in bunting, and small tricol- 
ored flags run along the stays aloft from the 
end of its bowsprit to the top of the mizzen- 
mast and down to the stern, making an odd 
contrast with the black bulwarks and grim 
and formidable aspect of the old cruiser. 


RECEIVED IN TME CAPITOL ROTUNDA. 


Brilliant Scenes the Like of Which Were 
Never Before Enacted There. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 19. Special. — 
For the first time in the history of the Union 
the Nation's defenders, the war-scarred veter- 
ans, the loyal sons and daughters of the 
Grand Army of the Republie, and the various 
patriotic organizations throughout the United 
States were honored tonight with a reception 
in the rotunda of the Capitol, When the his- 
toric bronze doors at the east entrance swung 
open to admit the first detachment of the 
crowd the sight which greeted the strangers 
was one which held no parallel in their mem- 
ory, as never before has the rotunda been used 
for the purposes of a reception. The nearest ap- 
proach to anything of the kind was some fif- 
teen years ago, when it re N a oe 
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! rtrayal of those incidents 
which most distinctly mark the historic epi- 
sodes of the United States as a nation no dec- 
orations were attempted. From the floor to 
the apex of the great dome the place was a 
blaze of lights. The only change made for 
the occasion was to have full-length por- 
traits of four of the great leaders in 
the war — pte ew — a 
ana appropriately dra with flags. 
portrait of Gen, George H. Thomas with the 
inscription below on a soroll, “Rock of 
Chickamauga,” was above the eastern en- 
trance. Directly opposite over the west door 
was the almost life-size tapestry painting exe- 
cuted by Miss E. J. Stevens of this city of 
Gen. John A. Logan seated on his black 
stallion waving the colors snatched from the 
standard-bearer at the moment when he as- 
sumed command of the troops at Atlanta, in- 
8 men to victory with his famous cry, 
*“*McPherson and revenge, in honor of their 
slain commander. The full length portrait of 
Gen, Grant over the south door was that 
painted by Miss Ransom, while above the 
north doorway the portrait of President Lin- 
colin was the one taken from the room of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate. 
rs, John A. Logan stood at the head of 

the line, wearing an elegant gown of lavender 
brocade striped in white, with a narrow line 
of black, made in the style prevalent during 
the reign of Louis XIV. Black thread lace 
completed the costume, with which the only 
ornament worn was the ivory medallion por- 
trait of Gen. Logan painted in Rome, which 
hung from a band of velvet about her throat.

UNIQUE FEATURES FOR THE PARADE, 


Iowans Will Shoulder Cornstalks Instead of 
Rifles—The Black Phalanx, 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Sept. 19.—[Special, ]— 
The Iowa Department has a surprise in store 
that will be sprung tomorrow morning, when 
the line of some 8,000 men forms. Each vet- 
eran will bear an ear of corn, carry it as a 
canteen during the parade, and when ranks 
are broken put the whole lot together in a big 
mass on the monument grounds. The arrival 
of 5,000 large, healthy cornstalks this morn- 
ing will help the surprise along. Some of 
these are nearly six inches in circumference, 
and each veteran is expected to carry a stalk 
in piace of musket, Thecargo was shipped 
from Farragut, Ia., and carried free of freight 
charge by the railroads. The Coloradians 
have brought along a live deer, a *‘ burro,” 
and other spevimens of animal life in the 
Rockies. There are half a dozen eagles owned 
by different corps and some of these are likely 
to be perched on banners during the parade. 
Another feature will be “ the Black Phalanx,” 
It will be composed of eight one-armed vet- 
erans of the war. At the head of the phalanx 
will be carried a unique banner, which will 
give the number of battles on sea and land in 
which colored troops nobly fought.

CHARGES AGAINST TWO LAWYERS, 


Hymen and Heinzelman Accused of Con- 
spiracy to Defra ud. 

New York, Sept. 19.—[Special.]—Serious 
charges were made against two attorneys in 
the Superior Court chambers today. Counsel- 
or Samuel J. Cohen argued a motion before 
Judge Dugro for the discontinuance of a suit 
purporting to have been brought by Mrs. 
Pauline Frank against Jake Frank and 
John Harris. He asked that the costs of 
the action be imposed on Lawyers 
Samuel F. Hymen and John R. Heinzelman, 
who nominally represented the plaintiff in 
the action. Mrs, Frank declared in an affi- 
davit she had not authorized the lawyers to 
begin the suit. Mr. Cohen has instituted 
legal proceedings for her in the Supreme 
Court, covering the same matter and making 
Hymen, Heinzelman, and Amelia Harris co- 
defendants with Jake Frank and John Har- 
ris. Mrs. Frank charges that the lawyers 
entered into a conspiracy to rob her 

property, Judge Dugro said: 

The papers should be sent to the 
District Attorney’s office or to the General 
Term. A lawyer who commits such an ac- 
Heinzelman has 
been practicing at the bar for several years. 
It was discovered some time ago that he had 
never been admitted to practice. He was 
tried and convicted of the offense. He sub- 
sequently passed examination with honors 
and was finally admitted to the bar about the 
time Mrs. Frank’s troubles began. 


NEWS OF THE METROPOLIS, 


Lawyer Henry Gottlieb Convicted of For- 
gery—Sentence Suspended, 

Nsw York, Sept. 19.—[ Special. I— Lawyer 
Henry Gottlieb was arraigned Friday on a 
charge of forgery in the second degree. The 
complaint was that he forged the name of A. 
Becker, a Seventh avenue business-man, to a 
check for $100, and passed it on Adolph Ru- 
derzeiner, a jeweler. Mr. Becker tes- 
tified that his signature was a forgery. 
Lawyer Hein zelman, who assisted 
Gottlieb in his defense, said in his 
opening address that the Becker whose name 
was signed to the check was not the Seventh 
avenue business-man, but another person, who 
was detained on aship at quarantine. He 
added that he would prove that the check 
signed A. Becker was genuine. When the 
trial was resuined this morning Mr. Heinzel- 
man startled the court by announcing that he 
was compelled to acknowledge that he could 
not prove any of the assertions he made in 
his opening address. He said that his client 
had lied to him, and asked to be relieved 
from the defense. Recorder Smyth 
refused, however, to excuse him. 
The jury convicted Gottlieb without leaving 
the box. Sentence was suspended until Fri- 
day to give Gottlieb time to protect the inter- 
est of his clients. The sooner the defendant 
gets out of the jurisdiction of this court the 
better Iwill be pleased, said the Recorder, 
as he postponed sentence. 

For Violating Neutrality Laws. 

Francisco Gonzales, who was arrested Fri- 
day for violating the neutrality laws of tne 
United States in fitting out the steamship 
South Portiand with arms and ammunition 
for the Venezuelan insurgents, was today ar- 
raigned before United States Commission- 
er Alexander. Carlos C. Bolet, Secretary 
to the Consul-General of Venezuela at 
this port, said he had received fa 
cablegram from his government saying that 
Gonzales had come to New York to buy arms 
and ammunition for the rebels, which resulted 
in his employing Detective Joy. Later it de- 
veloped that Joy had received his information 
from a bartender and a sailor, who told him 
the South Portland had three or four big guns 
aboard. Commissioner Alexander adjourned 
the examination until tomorrow. 


Will Sell Mrs. Van Doran’s Interest. 
The nght, title, and interest of Mary J. Van 
Doran in the Holland House is to be sold 
Wednesday by Deputy Sheriff Carraher unless 
a settlement is made before then for the 
benefit of her creditors. Mrs. Van Doran is 
asister of Jordan L. Mott, the millionaire 
iron merchant and ex-President of the Board 
of Alderinen.

directing the Corporation Counsel to draft 
and present to the Council an ordinance pro- 
viding for milk inspection. 

Supt. Barrett in reply to an order reported 
that it would cost $171,375 to provide electric 
lights for the principal streets of that portion 
of the North Division lying south of Fuller- 
ton avenue. He said that the vacant lot 
owned by the city at the corner of Fullerton 
avenue and the North Branch would make an 
ideal site for an electric power-house. 

On motion of Ald. Tripp the vote by which 
the ordinance providing that the First Ward 
streets shall be paved, repaired, cleansed, and 
sprinkled by special assessment was reconsid- 
ered, and the ordinance was referred to the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South. 

Ald. Sexton introduced an order directing 
the Fire Marshal and Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works to cause all streets in the business 
districts to be washed with a stream of water 
from a fire-engine as often as may be néces- 
sary to keep them clean. Objection was made 
on tha ground of expense and that such meth- 
od would lead to the choking of the sewers. 
The matter was referred to the Finance com- 
mittee: 

Ald. Schumacher introduced an ordinance 
directing that car companies laying tracks in 
unpaved streets should hereafter repay to the 
city for the benefit of property-owners the 
cost of improving a strip eight or sixteen feet 
wide, according as one or two tracks were 
used. Referred to the Judiciary committee. 

Ald. O’Neill introduced the ordinance for 
track elevation that he presented last spring to 
the outgoing Council. The preanible of the 
ordinance declares that it 18 the duty of the 
railway companies to restore streets and high- 
ways to their former state, or to such a state 
as shall not impair ‘their usefulness, and de- 
clares that elevation is the only feasible solu- 
tion of the railway problem. The or- 
dinance divides the city into three 
districts, the first and second of 
which comprise the thickly settled portions. 
In these districts track-elevation is author- 
ized and the companies are allowed to reach 
the surface at gradients through the third dis- 
trict. Plans for the elevated structure must 
be submitted to the Commissioner of Public 
Works and must be of the most approved 
style. The matter was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Streets and Alleys South dt the re- 
quest of Ald, O'Neill. The former ordinance 
was sent to the Committee on Railroads, which 
did not attempt to report on it. 

Other Matters Taken Up. 

The Finance Committee reported in favor 
of the purchase of six machines for tapping 
water pipes and making connections at a cost 
of $10,000. 

The report of the School committee for the 
purchase of sites and erection of buildings, as 
agreed upon last week, was submitted and 
adopted. The recommendation to concur in 


places, made befure vacation, was also con- 
curred in: Southwest corner St. Lawrence 
avenue and Sixty-sixth street, Northwest cor- 
ner Nutt and Eightieth streets, northwest 
corner Mowry and Englewood streets. 

An order for a canopy at the entrance of the 
new Schiller Opera-House on Randolph street 
was referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South; also a number of orders for 
show windows and political and other ban- 
ners. Ald. Noble took occasion to denounce 
the banner nuisance, and expressed a hope 
that no stringing of political banners across 
streets be tolerated. 

Ald. Schumacher »resented an ordinance 
extending present bridge-opening regulations 
to Twelfth street 4 5 of to Harrison, as is 
at present the case. measure was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary.

Induce German Lutheran Ministers to 
„ Use Their Pulpits for Altgeld—What a 
Polish Romanist Is Alleged to Have

Should Join Hands with Republicans 
to Prevent Illegal Registration. 
. An effort is being made by some of the 
Democratic managers to array the church 
against the state in Illinois this year as they 
did in Wisconsin two years ago. The Ger- 
man Lutheran ministers have been urged, it 
is alleged, to use their pulpits and their 
churches in the interest of Altgeld for Gov- 
ernor, and in many cases, 80 it is claimed, this 
has been done. So far the Roman Cath- 
oile clergymen have refused to inter- 
fere in politics in this State. But it 
appears that some of the minor priests have 
interpreted certain passages of the recent ad- 
dress of Archbishop Feehan and his suffragan 
Bishops as a license to use their pulpits for 
jolitics. 
ar notable case of this kind was reported 
yesterday. The Rev. J. Radiewzki, pastor of 
St. Adalbert’s Polish Church, at the corner of 
Paulina and West Seventeenth streets, in the 
Ninth Ward, delivered a political harangue 
from the pulpitto his congregation, in the 
course of which, it is alleged, he advised the 
male members of his congregation to vote 
the whole Democratic ticket from top to bot- 
tom.“ He also said, it is claimed: “ It docs 
not make any difference who is on the Deino- 
eratic ticket. Vote it, even though the nomi- 
nees are Jews, Atheists, Protestants, or Free 
Masons. ‘Then he told his congregation that 
the Republicans wanted to close up the church 
schools. Some members of the congregation 
who knew better were quite indignant at the 
attempt to convert the service intoa Demo- 
cratic mass-meeting. The Rev. Radiewzki 
vent into politics last spring also, and got into 
trouble with his congregation.

Most 
of the boys are tired of paying their own ex- 
penses on parade. The military display un- 
questionably ought to be paid for by the 
State. The troops have no money except for 
defraying camp expenses and for rent of 
quarters, and that is nearly exhausted. At a 
conference held by numerous leaders of the 
I, N. G. at the Grand Pacific yesterday it 
was decided once and for ail that no delega- 
tions or detachments of State troops would be 
allowed to take part in the dedicatory cere- 
monies. It will be all the troops or none.“

Only a unanimous vote of the board can rein- 
state Cox as an amateur. He has no right of ap- 
peal to the national assembly, as he is not and 
never has been a league member. t. al- 
though he may not tbink so, Ludwell Cox of Ab- 
ingdon, III., is numbered with the men who are in 
error.

“LUCKY ” BALDWIN’S FILLY WINS 
A GOOD RACE AT HAWTHORNE. 


Virtually Left at the Post She Catches and 
Beats Her Field with Lorenzo in It— 
Jockey Morris Rode Her and Skillfally 
Repaired His Error—Freeland’s Brother 
Cicero Wins Over the Hurdles—Pioneer, 

_ Viceroy, Engarita, and Carmen Were 
the Other Hawthorne Successes. 


The riding star at Hawthorne in these au- 
tumn days is Morris, the strong, colored light- 
weight who has been a good boy on the East- 
ern minor tracks for two years. He won three 
ot the six races yesterday, two by ‘superior 
riding, and one under rather sensational 
donditions. It was in the ‘second race, a con- 
dition affair at one mile, and Morris had the 
mount on Lucky Baldwin’s good filly Santa 
Anna, the 6 to5 favorite in the betting. She 
and Lorenzo, 9 to 5, outclassed the field, and 
though the big colt does not like the Haw- 
thorne gong he was more than well played. 
When Col. Chinn’s flag dipped Santa Anna 
was going well in fourth place. Morris 
pulled her up, evidently thinking it was no 
start, and before he had rallied and got the 
filly going again she was twelve lengths be- 
hind the field. Indus and Lorenzo were the 
leaders to the upper turn, where Good Bye 
jomed them. Morris had not hurried 
Santa Anna, who began to move up 
passing the half. +The leading 
trio, governed by ‘Indus made the 
turn wide, and Morris, seeing his chance, 
rushed Santa through next the rails, and, 
gaining four or five lengths in actual ground 
by the turn, made up the rest with speed, so 
that at the eighth pole Santa Anna was in 
front. Kept vigorously going, she beat Lo- 
renzo by three lengths, Indus a remote third. 
The crowd roundly hissed Jack Chinn for 
Morris’ error and as roundly cheered the 
black boy after he had weighed in. The 
Colonel suspended Morris for pullmg up 
and said that had he not won 
he would have been ruled off. Such 
action seemed necessary for the public’s pro- 
tection. Morris followed up his success by 
getting off well and winning the third race on 
Viceroy and the fourth on Engarita by 
clearly outriding Young Slaughter on Fan- 
nie-S. in the finish. Then Col. Chinn heard 
the boy’s explanation—he said he had lost his 
head in the Santa Anna start—and rescinded 
the order of suspension.

TO BE DECIDED BY JUDGE GRESHAM. 


Legal Battle to Determine the Legality of 
the Inter-State Law. 

The big legal fight precipitated by the rail- 
roads last July, when they questioned the 
powers of the Inter-State Commerce Com mis- 
sion to investigate discriminations in freight 
rates, will be heard by Judge Gresham today. 
‘Upon the result the life of the lnter-State 
Commerce law will depend. 

The railroad agents examined refused to 
answer questions touching alleged illegal 
‘rates paid. The powers of Congress to con- 
fer investigating powers in the commis- 


sion were also questioned. The IIIinois 


Steel company also refused to produce its 
books for mspection. The first case to be 

today will be that against President 
Brinson of the five branch belt lines of rail- 
roads said to be owned or controlled by the 
Illinois Steel company. 

Lyman Trumbull, John P. Wilson, and a 
half dozen other constitutional lawyers will 
represent the railroads and the Illinois Steel 
company. While Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missioner Clements, Special Agents Frank 
Kretschmar and W. D. Dabley, with the Dis- 
trict Attorney and Judge John P. Hand, will 
appear for the government.

PREACHERS DISCUSS POLITICS. 


Prof. Anderson Argues in Favor of Local 
Option—Ministers’ Meetings. 

Politics cut a figure in the weekly meeting cf 
the Baptist ministers yesterday. One hun- 
dred preachers were present, and the audience 
was increased by many other church officers 
who had been attracted by the rumor that 
politics was to be discussed. The Rev. Dr. H. 
H. Delano of Evanston read a paper on the 
** Ethics of the Campaign. Dr. 
Delano declared that the acts of 
Republicans and Democrats, 80 far as the 
liquor question was concerned, were opposed 
to g morals, that the government was a 
partner in the manufacture of liquor, and that 
neither party dared denounce the traffic. The 
Rev. C. P. Giffora and the Rev. H. F. Taylor 
supported his position. 2 

rof. Galusha Anderson of the Divinity 
School of the University of Chicago spoke in 
opposition. Prof. Anaerson is a local-option- 
ist. He did not differ from those who had 
preceded him as to the importance of doing 
away with the liquor traffic, but he did differ 
as to how it should be done. He believed the 
true method was by local option, and said: 
“The public sentimentof any community 
must be awakened against the saloon be- 
fore it can be done away with. Laws are 
futile unless backed up by public sentiment. 
If the political Pronibitionists could elect 
their President and secure control of both 
Houses of ‘Congress, even then the General 
Government could not interfere with the local 
laws of any towu. county, or State, The gov- 
ernment could not interfere with local laws. 
The General Government could not regulate 
the liquor traffic in this or anz other city 
without revolutionizing our whole form of 
gevernment. The foundation of all our lib- 
erties being the strict maintenance of local 
government, nothmg could be really 
effective except local option, backed up by all 
the power of the State.“ 

Mme. Loyson of Paris, wife of Pere Hya- 
cinthe, addressed the Congregational u.inis- 
ters at their meeting yesterday on the religious 
awakening in France. While the people were 
not opposed to the Catholic religion they were 
growing more and more into opposition to 
Popery. What are called Gallician Catholics 
were growi stronger and demanding the 
Bible for the laity and the selection of Cardi- 
nals, Bishops, and priests by the people, in- 
stead of by Rome. 

At the weekly conference of the Presbyte- 
rian ministers Dr. McClure read a paper on 
„Roger Williams, the Apostle of Toleration.”’ 
The paper was well received. Mme. Loyson 
made an address on Church Work in 
France. :

RIVER THEIR STUDY. 


SOUTH BRANCH PROBLEMS FORTHE 
DRAINAGE TRUSTEES, 


Not Legal Questions as to What the Dis- 

trict Act Requires, but Practical Dim 

_ culties Attending the Actual Work the 

Most Important—Some Matters of Im- 

portance to Be Settled—Constructing the 

Channel the Requisite Width at First 
Versus Successive Widenings. 


The Sanitary District act says that that 
part of the drainage channel: which runs 
through the clay, being the section extendmg 
from the lake to some part near the Sag, may 
be cut at first of less size than the channel 
through the rock, but that it must be of suf. 
ficient size and capacity to produce and 
maintain at all times a continuous flow of not 
less than 300,000 cubic feet of water per min- 
ute. It is provided further that if the popu- 
lation exceeds 1,500,000 the channel must be 
increased in size 60 as to carry 20,000 cubic 
feet more for each additional 100,000 of popu- 
iation. As what the law contemplates is an 
increase in the quantity of water, it is evident 
that these contemplated enlargements cannot 
stop at the pumpmg works, where the drain- 
age channel strikes the South Branch, but 
must be carried clear through the city to the 
lake, whence the water is to be taken. 

Meditating on this provision of the law, the 
Drainage Trustees ask their lawyers this 
question: 

If the population of the Sanitary District ex- 
ceeds 1,500,000 before the completion of the main 
channel must that part of the channel which is 
not laid out and’ established across the territory 
with arocky stratum be constructed so that its 
capacity shall not be lessthan 20,000 cubic feet 
per minute for euch 100,000 of the population of 
the district before any water or sewage can be 
admitted therein? Must said channel through- 
out be always maintained of an aggregate capac- 
ity of 20,000 cubic feet per minute of each 100,000 
population in the Sanitary District? 

From a business point of view the question 
to be asked is: Ought the board to make 
provision at once for getting through the city 
the 600,000 cubic feet a minute the law calls 
on the district to furnish when there are 3,000,- 


000 people, as will be the case within twenty 


years hence, assuming the yearly growth to 
be about 100,000 a year; or shall it so enlarge 
the South Branch as to provide for the passage 
of 300,000 cubic feet and then enlarge its ca- 
pacity year by year for every additional 100,- 
000, or once in five years for every additional 


500,000?’ 
Should Be Done at Once, 


The only common-sense answer is that if 
600,000 feet a minute have to be taken through 


the city from the lake to Bridgeport in the 


near future, the work should be done at once. 
For the expense of progressive enlargements 
—the payment of several miilion dollars every 
year or so for new widening, repiling, and 
sheeting, and the difficulty about, lengthenin 
over twenty bridges would not be submit 
to by the taxpayers. 

But is it possible to get 600,000 cubic feet a 
minute through the city? Some information 
may be obtained by seeing what it will cost to 
discharge 300,000 cubic feet through the city, 
which the law makes the minimum. That 
interesting act, full of absurdities, contradic- 
tions, and impossibilities, says that the flow 
of the current must not exceed three mules 
an hour. The members of the Legislature 
knew doubtless that most of the water for 
the channel would have to be drawn through 
the Chicago River, but they never asked them- 
selves what was the swiftest current that could 
be obtained there without destroying naviga- 
tion or how much water could be got through 
it. 
It appears from the statements of Capt. 
Marshall and of vessel men who know the 
South Branch thoroughly that a mile an hour 
is the extreme limit of safety and that a cur- 
rent of uarters of a mile would be 
much better. e United States Government 
has put the Chicago River and its branches, so 
far as navigation is concerned, under the con- 
trol of the War Department. It will be ap- 

aled to by the vessel men if the Drainage 

ard attempts to create a greater flow than 
a mile an hour and the department wiil order 
the Trustees to halt. 

Taking this mile-an-hour current as the 
maximum, how much will the South Branch 
have to be widened and deepened for its 
course of four miles and a quarter to supply 
300,000 cubic feet. 

Effect of Large Vessels. 

The average width now is about 120 feet. 
Supposing it were widened to 160 feet and 
deepened to 18—a greater depth than can be 
secured—then its nominal capacity would be 
253,000 cubic feet. But its actual capacity 
would be at least 53,000 cubic feet less, because 
the stream would be narrowed at all time by 
large vessels which nearly touch the bottom, 
and which would retard the flow in the same 
way that bridge abutments or piers do. 

If the stream should be widened on the av- 
erage 80 feet the nominal capacity would be 
816,000 cubic feet, and the actual capacity, 
making allowance for the 100 vessels in the 
river, only 263,000 feet. The small amount 
necessary to make up the 300,000 could be ob- 
tained easily by the Roche plan of running a 
covered conduit along Thirty-ninth or Fortieth 
street, with a screw pump at the lake end to 
force water Westward through the Stock- Yards 
district to the main channel. 

But what would it cost to widen the South 
Branch to 200 feet and deepen it to eighteen? 
Over 1,000,000 cubic yards of earth would 
have to be removed and dumped somewhere 
in thelake. Nearly nine miles of oak piling 
and oak sheeting would have to be done. The 
cost of these two items would not fall below 
$2,000,000 and would probably cost more. 
Every one of the twenty city bridges would 
have to be replaced by steam-turned bridges, 


each costing about $500,000. Ifthe ‘“‘ city ” 


would pay for these and not the district,“ 


it would give no relief, as taxpayers in the one 


are taxpayers in the other. ; 

And last and most important of all, what 
would the land damages be for widening the 
river to 200 feet for four and one-half miles? 
On that point absolutely nothing is know, as 
no surveys or estimates have been made, nor 
is there any idea what the offsets in thé way 
of benefits woud be, or whether any would be 
allowed by the law. For all that is known to 
the Drainage Trustees the damages may ex- 
ceed the benefits by $6,000,000 to $10,000,000. 

Questioning of Lawyers Needless. 

As long as it is uncertain whether the drain- 
age district can stand the expense of getting 
300,000 cubic feet through the city why ask 

uestions of lawyers about getting 600,000 

rough it? Why do not the Trustees make a 
survey of the South Branch and sec how much 
land will have to be taken, aud from whom 
and where? Then why do they not get esti- 
mates as to what that land will cost and what 
the benefit offsets will be if any? Then they 
can tell whether they will have money enough 
to cut their proposed 600,000 cubic foot chan- 
vel through the rock, and also to enlarge the 
South Branch so that it will pass about 300,000 


>, Cubic feet. 


Until they are able to supply that amount 
of water from the lake, not adrop of sewage 
Will be allowed by the law to go down tne 
main channel. That work might remain un- 
used for years if the trustees ran out of 
money before completing the widening and 
deepening of the Chicago River.

JUDGE KouisaatT—General business, 
MR. WASHINGTON HESING’S MISTAKE. 


He Makes III- Founded Complaints Against 
Gov. Fifer—The Governor’s Reply. 

Sprineriaip, III., Sept. 19.—[Special. ]— 
I callea on Gov. Fifer this morning after his 
return to the capital from his stumping tour 
last week, and asked him in relation to what 
Mr. Washington Hesing said about him in his 
communication to Taz Tux of last Fri- 
day, and more especially as to the so-called 
Edwards law, Mr. Hesing having positively de- 
nied that he helped to frame that bill or that 
he visited Springfield either to have it passed 
or to urge the Governor to sign it. After 
reading what Mr. Hesmg says in his letter the 
Governor slowly and deliberately made this 


reply: 

“The Democratic newspapers had a gar- 
bled report of my speech delivered at Cissna 
Park, lroquois County, Wednesday last, re- 
specting what I said on the schooi question. 
In this report 1 was misrepresented. Mr. 
Hesing, it seems, has made this report the 
basis of an editorial in the Staats-Zeitung in 
which he attecks me savagely. My friend 
Hesing ought to throw open his shirt collar 
and cool off. In his letter he never seems to 
doubt for a moment but that I was correctly 
reported. I never at any time or place 
charged that Mr. Hesing had urged me to 
sign the Compulsory School bill. Neither 
was Judge Prendergast present, and any state- 
ment that I ever said they were is untrue. 

In discussing the schgol question before 
the peopte I have — the object of 
the promoters of this law was a good one, I 
called attention to the fact that all religious 
and political beliefs were represented on the 
committee that framed the law. I had been 
told this and I believed it to be true. I had 
been told, also, that Mr. Washington Hesing 
and Judge Prendergast were members of the 
committee that framed the law. Of course, I 
never had any personal knowledge as to this 
but believed, of course, that it was true. i 
called attention to the fact that the German- 
Lutherans and the Catholics and all religious 
beliefs were represented on the committee 
that framed the law, ana that it was satisfac- 
tory to all of them as 1 was informed; and I 
believe these representations were made by 
the committee who came down from Chicago 
with the bill to get it through the Legislature ; 
I certainly hed been told so. I never referred 
to the religion of Judge Prendergast 
and Mr. Hesing in this connec- 
tion, except to show that the differ- 
ent religions were represented ou the com- 
wittee that framed the law, and what I said in 
regard to these matters was rather compli- 
mentary to the gentlemen, who I said were 
endeavoring to improve the school system of 
the State. 

As for myself, i have frequently said in my 
public speeches that I never knew of the 
pendency or even the existence of the bill 
until after it had passed the Lower House of 
the Legislature and was nearly through the 
Senate. Inashort time after that it passed 
the Senate and came to my hands for signa- 
ture. A committee waited on me within thirty 
minutes, I think, after the bill was laid on my 
desk for approval and urged me to sign it, 
and gave the reasons why it should have Ex- 
ecutive approval. Neither Washingtun Hesin 
nor Judge Prendergast was of this last-name 
committee, and I never at any time or place 
said they were. It would be very foolish for 
me to do so when I knew well enough that it 
was not true. 

will find out the names of this commit- 
tee in due time and will look into the entire 
matter and clear it all up in some of my 
speeches during the campaign. The people 
are not caring very much whether Mr. Hesing 
or somebody else drew the so-called Edwards 
law. That is wholly immaterial. 

Mr. Hesing, I see, takes exception to 
what I said in regard to his visit to Mr. Cleve- 
land at Gray Gables. All that I ever said on 
that subject was that it was reported that he 
had been down visiting Mr. Cleveland and had 
pledged him the support of 25,000 Republican 
German Lutheran votes. I said this in my 
Pekin speech and have used the same language 
substantially in discussing that subject in my 
subsequent speeches. Of course I do not 
know personally whether Mr. Hesing visited 
Mr. Clevelana or not. I was not present and 
did not know what was said, aud I told my 
hearers that it was reported that he had deen 
down; and soit was, and I feel quite sure 
that many are of the opinion that these reports 
are correct. 


WHAT RAIN HAS DONE FOR TEXAS. 


Turned Deserts into Gardens and Caused

San Axroxio, Tex., Sept. 19.—Maj. W. E. 
Creary arrived at military department head- 
quarters from a trip through the drought- 
stricken section along the Rio Grande,and states 
that the recent heavy rains have produced a 
wonderful change in the appearance of the 
country, verdure being seen in places 
where it has never before appeared. 
At Edinburg washouts. have occurred, 
carrying away dwelling houses and stores. 
Between Edinburg and Brownsville the Rio 
Grande has the appearance of a lake and a 
number of cuts have transferred Texas soil to 
Mexico and vice versa.

THAT’S THE WAY JAMES G. BLAINE 
DESCRIBES HIS FEELINGS, 


The Ex-Secretary Now Yearns for the Quiet 
of Life—Declares “ Politics Is a Vanity 
Fair of Which I Have Been Only a 
Part”—The Wonderful Career of a Man 
Who Has Made Three Presidents by His 
Own Magnetic Power—His Future Work 
Will Be Done with His Pen. 


Avuaeusta, Me., Sept. 16.—[Correspondence 
N. I. World.] — There is pathos even in poli- 
tics. The Maine election is a vivid illustration 
of that fact. It brought out so many evidences 
of the deciine of Republican spirit that is fod- 
der to the Democratic herd that many men 
are wondering what is to come next. 

The history of campaigns in that State is 
fruitful with much that is worthy of study. 
As the gathering shadows close about one of 
the most remarkable men of his time, who has 
dominated its politics for nearly forty years, 
the lessons taught become almost sublime in 
their contradictions and results. 

Mr. Biaine’s history is before the country, 
but the touches he has given to the good and 
bad of political life are many of them hidden, 
and no more pathetic example of accumulat- 
ing years and cares under changing strains of 
political endeavor has ever been known than 
is furnished by the recent battle in the Pine 
Tree State. 

Let us look. For more than twenty years I 
have written the story of Maine politics in 
every campaign, but the one just closed bears 
no comparison with the others which have 
preceded it. It lacked the old-time spirit and 
power of the man who was aggressive enough 
to make a battle and powerfui enough to com- 
mand the greatest of the Nation to help his 
cause. 

Did I say pathos? Yes. The word does not 
express what I desire to describe. It came in 
a sentence from the lips of the foremost 
statesman of his time, and it was uttered in 
an open field directly in front of the State- 
House, where he began as a reporter for a 
country newspaper, e Speaker 
— its legislative body before he was 30 years 
of age. 

Looking up to the old steeple, to which he 
led the way, he said: 

was never so proud of any honor in my 
life, past or present, as when I waa first elect- 
ed Speaker of the Maine Legislature. I had 
been a reporter in the House, and schooled 
myself to remember its proceedings without 
taking notes, and I could recall the vote on any 
bill, man for man, without making a tally of 
the names. 

Then the great statesman grew warm as he 
spoke of the early days when he began life in 
that curious old building which is called the 
State House in Augusta, 

Looking at the 014 Home. 

Look just across the way. His home stands 
by the road and youu can throw a stone from 
his fireside to the place towards which his 
memories turn and his life began. Forty 
years of great concerns have centered there, 
and in the old mansion I have seen gathered 
half of the Cabinet of Presidents and the 
most distinguished Senators that the United 
States has ever known. McKinley’s political 
career was practically born in that old home- 
stead when Blaine brought him to Augusta 
in 1880, when the biggest ht of his life 
was on hand. Twice during battle, when 
Blaine was beaten by the greenback craze, and 
an ordinary man by the name of Gen. Blais- 
ted was elected Governor, Mr. Blaine took 
McKinley under his arm and spoke from the 
same stump with him. It was practically his 
start in national life. Durmg that battle 
there were scenes which have never been re- 
peated in American politics. Every cross- 
roads was picketed with workers and every 
schoolhouse was filled with a speaker. A 
dozen times during the combat, which threat- 
ened the destruction of Garfield's chances for 
the Presidency, there were more than 150 
meetings a day in the State of Maine. 

Those were the years when the primest 
powers of the Republican party were centered 
in that September election, and Mr. Blaine 
dominated every feature of it, bringing to his 
side not only money without stint, but men 
of the hig 
have passed tothe great unknown, but whose 
lives are a part of the mighty history of this 
republic. 

id I say pathos? Yes. For not long ago 
the great Secretary of State, when speaking 
of the wonderful events which gather like 
shadows and sunshine over his life, said in one 
of those moods which indicate fatigue: ** Poli- 
tics is a Vanity Fair of which I have been only 
a part.“ 

There was no great disposition to discuss 
public affairs of the present moment, but a 
retrospect best suited the conversation. His 
mind turned towards other days when John 
Sherman, Zach Chandler, and men of that 
class made a yearly pilgrimage into the do- 
main where prohibition reigns. Then politics 
in this Commonwealth took on a most serious 
national character, and the result was watched 
with most fervent interest. Those were the 
days when Tom Reed was first elected 
to Congress and began that career 
which has been so full of fight with 
men that he is one of the most marked men 
ok his time. Eugene Hale, who married Min- 
nite Chandler, was then in Congress, so was 
Frye, and Boutelle was editing the Whig at 
Bangor, with little thought of a public career. 
Milliken had not been discovered up the far 
Northeast, and Dingley was looking after his 
newspaper at Lewiston, looking like a Meth- 
odist minister at harvest time. 

It was in those days, ranging from 1878 to 
1884, in all the great struggles which brought 
Mr. Blaine’s life and aggressiveness into full 
play, that Maine politics was regarded as a 
sensation. That is all changed now, and the 
campaign just closed bears no sort of resem- 
blance to those combats when Mr. Blaine was 
Chairman of the State Central committee and 
an absolute autocrat of its political plans and 
purposes, 

Where He Studied and Worked. 

The old homestead is silent now, and its 
walls, which are hung with wonderful memo- 
ries, give back no sound of that oe which 
once dwelt within its rooms. Just back of 
the parlor is the small library where the great 
Secretary of State studied and managed poli- 
tics. Just over his desk hangs the picture of 
Samuel J. Randall, of whom Mr. Blaine once 
said to me: There is one of the most faith- 
ful men in the world.“ = tn 

This room is no longer the home of politics, 
and in its solitude is not eveuthe working 
place of the master. Up-stairs in the little 
front room faemg another street Mr. Blaine 
wrote his Twenty Years in Congress and 
such other literary matter as he desired. 

Stoping off from the roadway of this sad 
and silent home there is an open field leading 
down to the banks of the Kennebec River. 
Over this and then along the road in front of 
the State House is Mr. Blaine’s favorite walk, 
and it was in strolls over this field and alo 
this highway that the statesman loved to tal 

litics and lay his plans. It is so no longer. 

alf of the children who used to make the 
house merry have passed away and politics 
is no longer talked and managed in this 
sacred.old spot. 

The beautiful lawn to the right of the home 
where Mr. Blaine was notified of the nomina- 
tion to the Presidency is not known as it was 
then, when after his acceptance his wife kissed 
him in admiration of his eloquence. It wasa 
most dramatic scene, which the village pho- 
tographer neglected to take advantage of, 
Life, spirit, and every other element that 
could surround litical action was there. 
What achange! For nowthere is 
echo of the old aggressive days, and much as 
Chairman Manley has tried to enthuse life 
and energy into the campaign just close’, the 
old-time vigor has been wanting and a scant 
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minute ness why he did not believe he could 
be elected. He referred to the history of 
Henry Clay, who had been twice defeated in 
convention when he wanted the nomination, 
to be finally nominated when he did not want 
the place, to be beaten by Mr. Polk. 

“* 1844-1884, a circle of ye that brings 
much to men and nations,” said he. He spoke 
freely of his desire to make a foreign polic 
for the government, and thought that it — 
rather fill his ambition more fully than to be 
President. His whole attitude towards the 
Presidency lacked even interest, and he spoke 
with perfect clearness in relation to other can- 
didates. His preference was for one of the 
Shermans, the General, I think, being his 
favorite, although I recall one expression that 
was significant. 

Was for Either Sherman. 

I do not desire the nomination, and either 
one of the Shermans would be more than sat- 
isfactory to me. 

I shall never forget, as we strolled towards 
the river and back towards the old home so 
rich in political history, that he said: “ You 
are traveling constantly, meeting public me 
and you are at liberty to say what I have told 
1 today, with all the emphasis you may see 

t to put upon it. 

The conversation took a wide range and 
there was no phase of the approaching con- 
test that he did not speak of in square terms. 
An interviewer in New York took from me 
enggeetions the great statesman desired 3 be 
made public, and there was a howl from one 
end of the country to the other. This, how- 
ever, did not ehange his desiree. the 
winter I visited him in Washington while he 
was writing those chapters in his book in rela- 
tion to the dissolution of Virginia and West 
* Tho talk of the fall before along the

him of what he 
the Presidential nomination. I took occasion 
so to do and the subject passed into history. 

It was somewhat of a marvel that, while Mr. 
Blaine had been so explicit in relation to his 
desire not to be nominated, the news- 
paper editors most frigndly to him should be 
so ardent in his behalf. This was easily ex- 
plained by him because there were two men 
whose nomination he did not desire, and in- 
tended to defeat if possible even at the risk 
of being nominated himself. No one can for- 
get who looked upon the scene at the conven- 
tion of 1884 how near Gen. Sherman came to 
being nominated instead of the great Premier. 
This was a part of the program arr by 
Mr. Blaine, and but for the singular old war- 
rior’s absolute refusal to accept if nominated 
the game would have been played to the end. 

Recalling Henry Clay. 

Going directly from the convention hall to 
Augusta I was surprised to find the great 
political master regretting the result at Chi- 
cago. He recalled the conversation of the fall 
1 winter before and reaffirmed every feature 
of it. 

He spoke with great earnestness upon the 
subject, ana went over the situation in great 
detail. He spoke of the exactions of the cam- 

aign, and the influences and prejudices that 

e would have to combat, He little faith 
that he would be elected, recalled the history 
of 1844 and of Henry Clay, and spoke of what 
a circle of years were likely to bring to men 
and nations, as he had dune the fall before.

I have enjoyed the acquaintance of the 
great Secretary for nearly a quarter of a cent- 
ury, but the picture he made while talking 
over this important and interesting subject 
was more dramatic than 1 had ever seen him 
in. He stood by the mantelpiece, the very 

icture of emphasis, and again deprecated the 

act that one of the Shermans not bees 
named, and, turning square about, with his 
elbows resting upon the mantel, he said: 

„Who could have beaten such a campaign 
document as ‘ Marching — py Georgia’? 
The name and occasion would have thrilled 
the Nation, There would have been no un- 
certainty then as to the result.“ 

As I look at the old mansion today, just as 
the leaves on the shrubbery about it are turn- 
ing to brown and gold, the wonderful history 
which has been woven within its walls comes 
back with much force. The master is far to 
the north, and is now dealing in itics only 
as a recollection. He will doubt never do 
more, although there is a lot of idle talk about 
making him United States Senator again. 

„J am tired of politics,” said he the other 
day. This describes the situation to the limit. 
He yearns for the quiet of life in the days yet 
left him. What work is yet left with him will 
be done with his pen, and it is well under- 
stood that he will hereafter have little or noth- 
ing todo with Washington hfe, in which he 
has been such a central figure for more than 
thirty years.

The result of the conference 
was that the city and the Smoke Prevention 
Society will prubably submit a proposition to 
the tugmen agreeing to postpone the cases 
ten days.

This doesn’t mean that we for a moment 
retire from our claim that smoke-consuming ap- 
pliances adapted to tugboats exist, said Sec- 
retary We are satisfied they do. But 
the reeult this society is aiming at is to 
abate nuisance of smoke. If the tugboat 
men accomplish that result the means is of no 
consequence to us. They can use coal 
or coke or any other fuel they like so long as 
it doesn't smoke.“ 

A quantity of the coke ordered by Capt. 
teria tor uae on his tugs will arrive in Chi- 
‘cago within a few days. This coke has al- 

ready been described in Tue Trrsunz. 

I its use proves practicable, said a man 

in the smoke question, it will be 
one of the genuine discoveries of the last few 
years. Smoke has got to stop not only in 
Chicago but everywhere else.”’ 

The Smoke Prevention Society has brought 
suits against a dozen of the railroads for al- 
lowing their locomotives to smoke. Many of 
the latter are equipped with devices, but they 
do not use them carefully. Tne object of the 
suits is to induce engineers to be more care-. 
ful, and also to hurry oa roads into the 
more general adoption of abating appliances.

It is surprising that the improved condition of 
Western Stone company affairs is not more notice- 
ably reflected in the stock market. If this stock 
occupied the speculative position that it once did 
there would undoubtedly have been a big advance 
in recent quotations, but it is now gone almost en- 
tirely into the boxes of investors, and even small 
sales are comparatively rare. The earnings of 
the company for August considerably exceeded 
the earnings for any previous month in its his- 
tory, and the present outlook for September is that 
the company will do as well or better than 
it did in August.

As*the sales of that variety of 
stone amount to from 7,000 to 8,000 a month, it will 
be seen that some $7,000 or $8,000 a month will be 
added directly to the net earnmgs. An advance 
im prices in some other variety of stone is also 
contemplated. The only trouble that is being ex- 
perienced in the stone business at present is get- 
ting men enough to do the work. The product is 
sold as rapi as it can be taken from the 
quarry. ; 

Messrs. Huhn & Little of Philadelphia were on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday. They share fully 
in the bullish views on Chicago street railwa 
properties that are credited tothe “ Philadel- 
phia crowd.“ It is the view of the Philadelphians 
that street railway securities should sell upon a 
lower basis of income than the stock of any other 
corporation, and it is declared that 3 per cent is 
none too lowa basis for market values to 
placed on. The stock of the Philadelphia Trac- 
tion company is 90 bid, and it pays only 3 per 
cent, and the market quotations of other Phila- 
delphia street railway companies not controlied 
by the Traction company are on a 3 per cent 
basis. The reason given for this low basis in the 
calculations of street-car values is of course to be 
found in the record of steady increases shown by 
all street railway properties in growing &ties. 

Chicago Gas was being boomed in the New 
York market yesterday, and one of the points that 
the buils are resting their strength on 
was the rumor that the next dividend 
will be at the rate of 10 per cent. Earn- 
ings are declared to have increased enor- 
mously, and to be equal to easily warranting such 
an increase in the dividend rate. It hardly seems 
within reason, however, that any such large in- 
crease should be made at one tinie, although it is 
not improbable that the next dividend will be ata 
higher rate than those which have heretofure 
been paid. It is said that a considerable amount 
of this stock has found its way into 
English hands as the result. of missionary 
work done by an emissary of the gas 
interests among English investors and specula- 
tors. One New York dispatch yensersay said that 
the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas company was 
“tottering” and that there was little chance of 
it getting from the city the franchises it hoped 
for.
